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{Extract from Clause 42, Auxiliary and JReserve 

Forces Circulars^ 1878.) 

" 2. These Regulations, made by the Secretary of State for 
War under the provisions of Section 16 of the Volunteer Act, 
1863, supersede the Volunteer Regulations, 1863,and all Circulars 
and Orders issued up to the date of the present Circular inclusive 
(April 18th, 1878), so far as they relate to or affect the Volunteer 
Force. They will be strictly observed until altered by proper 
authority. 

3. Any alteration which may become necessary hereafter will 
be notified in the Auxiliary and Reserve Forces Circulars, which 
are issued quarterly. Orders which will not admit of delay until 
the issue of the quarterly Circulars will be issued in a special 
Auxiliary Forces Circular, and will be repeated in the next 
quarterly Circular. 

4. These Regulations, and the Circulars subsequently issued, 
will be kept carefully noted up by Officers concerned. All articles 
or paragraphs which may be cancelled will be ruled out in ink, 
and the authority for the cancelling noted in the margin." 
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^GULATIONS FOR THE VOLUNTEER FORCE. 



SECTION 1.— CONSTirtJTION AND ORGANIZATION. 



1. Volunteer Corps are raised under the Volunteer Actj 18G3 Autiiority 
(26 & 27 Vict., cap. 65). They are subject to tlie proviaiona of tliat <^:^^ "^^'^ 
Act, and of any Acta amending it, and likewise to all regulations ooverQ^ 
made with regard to Volunteer Corps by the authority of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for War. The Statute Law- 
relating to the Volunteer Force in printed in the appendix (see 

pp. 102 to 182). 

2. In case of actual or apprehended invasion of any part of the Linbility to 
United Kingdom, Volunteer Corps may be aaaembled for actual '""'"' eervioft. 
military service ; and, whenever they ai'e so assembled, they will 
be liable to serve in any part of Great Britain. 

3. The Volunteer Force is composed of the following arms : — Composi 
I Light Horse Volunteers. Mounted Rifle Volunteers. 
I Artillery „ Kifle „ 



4. The jurisdiction of Lieutenants of Counties in respect of the Command 
Volunteer Force having been revested in Her Majesty by Order '"V^j' ^°'\^tr 
in Council (dat«d 5th February 1S72J issued in pursuance of the "" ' '^'^ ' 
Kegulation of the Forces Act, 1871 [see Appendix, p. 183], the 

Queen has been pleased to place ail Volunteers, when assembled 
for drill or inspection, or voluntaidly doing any other military 
duty, under the Command of the Officer Commanding in Chief 
and of the General Officers of the Eegnlar Forces Commanding in 
the Districts within which such Volunteers are undergoing in- 
spection, or doing military duty. The Permanent Staif of all 
Administrative Regiments and Corps will be at all times under 
such Military Command. 

5. The command of the Volunteer Force in all cases will be Mode or 
80 exercised as that the Volunteers shall bo led by their own ^^^'^"jj^ 
Officers, and that Officers appointed to inspect or to command 

such Force, whether aloue or joined with the Regulai' I'orces, 
shall be senior in rank to every Officer of the Force commanded 
or inspected. 

6. The orders of the Officer Commanding-in-Chief with respect Orders of 
to the Volunteer Force, will be conveyed to General Officers o*^'' ^9^ 
Commanding Districts by the Inspector-General of Auxiliary cmef!"^"' 
Forces, or the Assistant Adjutant-Generals for Auxiliaiy Forces, 

who are attached to the Head-Quarter Staff of the Army for that 
purpose. 

7. Great Britain is divided, so far as r^arda the Cavalry of Light Horse 
the Auxiliary Forces, into two Cavahy Districts, and a Lieu- ^d Mounwd 
tenant-Colonel ia appointed for each distiiet, who is invested ' 
with the command of the Corps of Light Horse and Mounted

General Officer Commanding tlie District, who will be responsible 
for their discipline ; but the Comiuanding Officers of such Corps 
will, in accoi'dancc with jmra. 891, conduct their coiTespon- 
dence with him through the Lieutenant- Colon el of the Cavalry j 
District to which they belong. 

9. Tlie Lieutenant-Colonels of Cavalry districts will receive 
their orders direct from the Inspector- General of Auxiliary 
Forces ; they wiU, however, report to and correspond with the 
General Officers Commanding districts, on matters relating to 
the several Corps in their respective diatricte. On general ques- 
tions and questions affecting regiments belonging to two or more 
military districts they will correspond directly wjth the Inspector- 
General of Auxiliary Forces. 

10. Great Britain is also divided, aa regards the Auxiliary 
Forces, into Artillery Sub-Districts ; and a Lieutenant-Colonel 
of Eoyal Artillery is appointed for each Artillery Sub-District, 
who is invested with the command of the Artillery Volunteers 
of the Sub-District. 

11. The Commanding Eoyal Engineer in each Military Dis- 
trict is invested with the command of the Engineer Volunteers 
in such District. 

12. It being deemed expe.dient that the several Corps of Kifle ' 
Volunteers should be attached to and form part of the Army in 
the United Kingdom, the Secretary of State has signified Her | 
Majesty's pleasure, that the several Corps of Rifie Volunteers 
shall bo attached to and form part of the respective Sub-District 
Brigades of the Army,* upon condition tiat no person be- 
longing to the Volunteer Force shall be required to serve in 
any other manner than that in which he might have been required 
to serve, or shall be liable to any greater punishment than that 
to which ho might have been subjected if the Order had not 
been made. 

13. TheMilitary Districts of Great Britain are sub-divided into J 
Infantiy Sub-Districts corresponding with the Sub-Diatrict \ 
Brigades of which the Kifie Volunteer Coips form pai-t. 
Sub-District is designated by the number of the Brigade belong- 
ing thereto. 

14. The Officer Commanding the Brigade Depot of the Sub- j 
District is invested with the command of the whole of the 1 
Rifle Volunteers within his Sub-District. But the Lieutenant 
Colonels commanding the regiments of Foot Guai-ds wiU discharge] 
duties in connection with the drill and inspection of Adminiatra- * 
tive Regiments and Corps of Rifle Volunteers belonging to the 
51st, 52nd, 53rd, and 54th Siib-Distnet Brigades, similar to those 
performed by ofiicers commanding Brigade Depots. ITie As- 
sistant Adjutant General at Woolwich will perform similar duties i

SECTION 2— ESTABLISHMENTS. 



15. An Establishment is allotted to every Volunteer Corps on On formation, 
its formation. 

16. The following Tables contain the authorised Establish- Tables, 
ments of the different arms of which the Volunteer Force is 
composed. In these Tables, two numbers divided by a lino signify 

the maximum and minimum strength; thus, ^^^ means not 
more than 100 nor less than 60. 
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ESIABLISHHEHTS. SECTION 3. 

22. ThoComraiBsioned Officers of a Corpa(exceptSupemumerary, offioeca. 
Acting, or Honorary Officers) will be reckoned towards the num- 

ter of Enrolled Members required to complete the Establishment. 

23. Although a Second Lieutenant is borne on the estabhsh- Second 
ment of a Corps coneisting of only one Troop, Battery, Company, ^'utenan . 
Division, or Sub-Division ; in Corps of larger Establishment one 
Second Lieutenant only is allowed for every two Lieutenants,

24. In addition to the number of Second Lieutenants borne 
on the Estabhshment, a sufficient number of Supernumerary 
Second Lieutenants, to complete the number of officers of that 
tank to one for each unit, will be allowed for each Corps the esta- 
bUahment of which, exceeds that of a Ti-oop, Battery, or Company. 

25. When any increase is proposed in the Establishment of a Proposcil in- 
Corps (except in the case of the conversion of a Division or Sub- ="'""'■ 
Division into a Troop, Battery, or Company,) the Commanding 

Officer wiU certify (on W.O. Form 1621), for the information of 
the Secretary of State, that the number of Volunteers enrolled in 
the Corps amounts to the maximum number of members required 
for the number of complete Troops, Batteries, or Companies of 
the existing Establishment, together with the minimum number 
required for the proposed additional Troop, Battery, Company, 
Division, or Sub-Division, the latter having been enrolled as 
supernumerary members. See Para. 27. 

26. A Division or Sub-Division may bo raised to a Troop, 
Battery, or Company, as the case may requii'e, on its being 
shown that the number of enrolled members is equal to that 
required for the minimum of a Troop, Battery, or Company. 

27. Supomumcrariea wlU not be enrolled without authority Snpernnmc- 
from the Secretary of State. No application will be entertained '^""^■ 
until the Corps has been actually completed up to its maximum 
establishment, nor will supernumeraries be authorised (except in 

the case of the conversion of a Division or Sub-Division into 
a Troop, Eatterj', or Company) unless the Efficients returned in the 
preceding annual return amount to SO per cent, of the maximum 
establishment. 

38. In making application for authority to enrol Supernume- 
raries in a Corps, the Commanding Officer will state at what 
place the Volunteers, whom it is proposed to enrol, will perform 
ordinary drills, and, in the event of such place not being the 
Head-Quarters of the Corps, he will further state whether it is 
already a recognised drill station of the Corps, 

29. Wlien Supernumeraries are authorised, one Serjeant and 
one Corporal may be appointed for every 20 enrolled members. 

30. The Estabhshment of a CoriB will be reduced if the en- Rcdnotion. 
rolled strength of the Corps should at any time fall below the 
minimum EstAbli&hment assigned to it, unless, on the represen-

SECTION 3.— FOBMATION OP CORPS. 
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lo fomnHtioTi of 
Dew Corps. 
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31. Persona wishing to form a Volunteer Corps Bhoald forward 
the offer of their services for Her Majeaty's acceptance to the 
Under Secretary of State, War Office, for submission to the 
Queen by the Secretary of State, 

32. Except in the case of the proposed formation ol' a large 
Corps, the application will be forwarded through the Officer 
Commanding the Administrative "Regiment, of which the Corps 
would form part ; as the formation of a new Corps, below the 
Establishment of a Regiment, Brigade, or Battalion, will not bo 
sanctioned unless it is to form part of an Administrative 
Regiment. 

33. The Secretary of State, in considering offers of the services 
of new Corps, will have regard to the number and description of 
Corps already existing in the neighbourhood, to the circumstances 
of the locality, and to the limits imposed by the amount of the 
sums filaced at his disposal by Parliament iti the Volunteei' 
Vote. It is, therefore, desirable that such offers of service should, 
in addition to the information asked for in paragi'aphs 35 and 
state any special local circumstances whicli render the formati( 
of the proposed Corps advisable, 

34. No new Corps will, unless under very exceptional circum- 
stances, be formed in a locality where existing Corps are not up 
to their maximum establishment, or have not their full comple- 
ment of Officers. In localities where existing Corps arc up to 
the maximum establishment, no new Corps will be formed if 
the establishment of the existing Corps can, with advantage, bo 
increased to admit of the enrolment of the persons offering their 
services as Volunteers. 

35. In offering the service of a Light Horse, Engin* 
Mounted Rifle, or Rifle, Volunteer Corps for Her Majest; 
acceptance, the following information will be given : — 

(a.) The place proposed for the Head-Quarter; 
Corps. 

(b.) The number of persons who ai-e prepared to en: 
themselves. 

(c.) The proposed Establishment of the Corps, that is 
say, of how many Troops, Companies, Divisions, 
Sub-Divisions, as laid down in the tables given 
pages 4, 6, 7, or 8, it is intended to consist, 

(d.) That the use of a rifle range has been secured, and thai 
a safe storehouse and magazine for any Government 
arms and ammunition which may be issued, will be 
provided. 

(e.) The name and address of some person with whom the 
Officer sent to inspect the rifle range may commuiUN 
cate.

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^ 30. If the offer of service can be accepted on general inspection of 
I grounds, the Secretary of State will, when the proposed ride J^'°^f^*"^^ 
range has not previously been approved, appoint a compe- 
tent Officer to visit the locality, and to communicate with the 
person mentioned in the offer of service. It will be the duty of 

I the Officer thus appointed to inspect the rifle range proposed for 
the use of the Corps, and to report, for the information of the 
Secretary of State, — 
(rt.) The situation of the gi-ound proposed, 
(6.) The extent of range affordej, which must not be less 
than 300 yards. 
(c.) What arrangements are required to secure tho safety 
and convenience of the public. 
(d.) The nature and dimensions of the butts which are to 
be erected, 
(e.) Whether t!ie consent of the owners and occupiers of 
the ground for its being used as a range has been 
obtained, and also the consent of the owners and 
occupiers of the land in rear of the butts. 

37. If the Inspecting Officer's I'eport is satisfactory, and the Accepiaiica 
other information detailed in paragraph 35 has been duly furnished, ^'^"'^'^• 
the Secretary of State will signiiy Her Majestj-'s pleasure to the 

Lord Lieutenant of the county, and also to the General Officer 
commanding the district, who will communicate it to the Corps. 

38. Engineer Volunteer Corps should, as a general rule, be ComiKiBiiioii 
.foimed of persons who are connected with tlie profession of vofantor 
Engineers, or employed as masons, joiners, quarrymen, navigatoi^s, Corpa. 

or the like. 

39. The formation of Aitillery Volunteer Corpa will only he Artillery 
sanctioned when circumstances admit of the Voluiiteers securing p^,^'^^'"

40. In offering the service of an irtillei-y Volunteer Corjjs 
Litlie following information must he given : — 

(a.) ITie place proposed for the Head-Quarters of the

41. If the offer of service can be accepted on general gronndt^ 
the Secretary of State will appoint an Officer of the Royal Aitil- 
Icr}' to visit the proposed Head-Quarters of the Coips. This 
Officer, after communication with the person mentioned in the 
offer of service, will report, for the information of the Secretary 
of State, as to the best means of providing for the drill and in- 
struction of tlie Corps, and the facilities for carrying on practice. 

42. In case a magazine is required to be built, the Inspecting 
Officer wiU state the niunber of rounds which it should be 
capable of containing.

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SECTION 4 —PRECEDENCE. 



^1 49. The Volunteer Force serving under the Volunteer Act, Vciluoteer 
1863, takes precedence, in accordance with the provisiona of that ^ofce. 
Act, immediately after the Yeomanry. 

50. In the Volunteer Force, the different aims rank in the Arms, 
following order, viz. : —

' 51. In every arm, the relative precedence of a county is CouniicB. 
determined by the date on which the Secretary of State has first 
received a letter offering the service of a Corps of that aim for 
Her Majesty's acceptance. 

52. Ill every county, the relative precedence of the different Corps. 
Corps of any one arm is determined by the number assigned to 
such Corps, 

53. Officers of the Volunteer Force rank with Officci-s of Her officere. 
Majesty's Regular and Militia Forces as the youngest of theii' 
respective ranks, and with Officers -of the Yeomanry Force, 
accoi-ding to the rank and date of their respective Commissions 

in the respective Forces. 

54. The relative precedence of Officers in the entire Volunteer I 
Force is determined solely by the rank and date of then- Com- 
missions in that Force. 

55. The relative precedence of Officers of different Corps, 

holding Commissions of the same rank and date, is determined I 

by the relative precedence of the Ckirps to which they respectively 

belong. 

56. The relative pi-ecedence of Officers of one Corps, bearing 
Comniissiona of the same rank and date, is determined by the 
order in which their names appear in the Aimy List. This 
order is the same as that in which the appointments are inserted 
in the " London Gazette." 

57. The relative rank of Medical Officers in the Volunteer Relative rank. 
Force is detennined by the same rule as that prescribed for 

Medical Officers of the ai-my, except that Acting Surgeons always 
rank as Lieutenants, irrespective of their length of service. Sur- 
geons appointed before 1st October 1877, under previous regula- 
tions, will continue to hold the relative rank of Major. 

58. The relative rank of Acting Chaplain is Captain, and that 
of Quartermaster is Lieutenant. 

59. An Officer holding a substantive Commission will take SubstuitiTe 
precedence of all Officers holding Acting Commissions of the an* Acting 
same rank.

and when any Corps to which an Adjutant has been already 
appointed is so united with others, the Adjutant of the Corps 
will be appointed as Adjutant of the Administrative Regiment. 

73. Subject to the powers conferred by the law upon the 
Commanding Officer of each Corps, the Officer Commanding an 
Administrative Regiment will have the general charge of the 
drill and instruction of the several Corps under his command. 
He will inspect them from time to time, and will take notice 
of, and, if necessary, report, any infraction of the provisions of 
the law, or of the orders and regulations of the Secretary of 
State. He will also be responsible that uniformity in drill is 
preserved throughout the Force under his command. When 
present at the drill or parade of any of the Corps, he will in- 
variably be in command, and if two or more of them should 
wish to meet together for united drill, or if any of the Corps 
should desire to attend the field day of any Corps not under his 
command, his permission must be obtained in the first instance. 

74. No Officer of a Corps forming part of an Administrative 
Regiment has any authority over the other Corps of which it is 
composed, in consequence of their administrative union ; but 
whenever the several Corps, or any number of them, meet 
together for drill, the senior Officer present assumes the com- 
mand. 

75. Whenever in the temporaiy absence of the Field Officer 
commanding an Administrative Regiment, the next senior Officer 
present does not hold a Commission on the Staff of the Regiment, 
the authority of the General Officer Commanding the District 
will be obtained for the exercise of the command by sucJi Officer. 
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SECTION 6.— ATTACHMENT OP CORPS. 



76. Corps of Volunteers which are not of sufficient strength to Circumstance 
constitute by themselves a Regiment, Brigade, or Battalion, and ^^^^ which. 
are not so circumstanced as to admit of their forming an Adminis- attach^f 
trative Regiment with other Corps of the same arm, are attached 

to another Corps of the same arm, or to a Corps or Administrative 
Regiment of a different arm. 

77. Under this arrangement the Serjeant Instructors of a Object and 
Corps attached to a Corps or Administrative Regiment of a ^^^^^ ^^^^ 
different arm will receive through the Adjutant, as a Public 
Accountant, their pay and allowances ; and in the case of a 

Corps attached to another of the same arm, such Corps will also 
have the advantage of the instruction of an Adjutant, and of the 
services of that officer for the purpose of assisting in granting 
tiie certificates of efficiency prescribed by Order in Council. 

78. A Corps thus attadied, does not become part of the 
Administrative Regiment or Corps to which it is attached, and 
has no connection with it, except when drilling with it, or when 
receiving instruction from the Adjutant. 

79. All the correspondence of the Corps, on matters not affect- Correspond- 
ing the Administrative Regiment or Corps to which it is attached, ®°*^* 
will be conducted in the same manner as if it were an entirely 
distinct body. 
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80. Adjutants appointed on or after the 22nd Februaiy 1871 
hold their appointments for a term of five years only. 

81. In the case of an Adjutant resigning or being placed on 
retired pay, no selection of an Officer to succeed him will be 

' made, nor any application for it taken into consideration until 
a notification of such vacancy has appeared in the "London 
Gazette." 

82. Adjutants wiU be appointed from Officers of the Regular 
Forces on full or half pay ; those of Light Horse and Mounted 
Rifle Voliinteers from Captaina of Regular Oavaliy ; those of 
Artillery Volunteers, from Captains of Royal Artillery or Royal 
Marine Artillery ; those of Engineer Volunteers from Captains 
or Subaltems of Royal Engineers ; and those of Rifle Volunteers 
from Captains of Infautry of the Army or Royal Marine Light 
Infantry. 

83. Applications for appointment as Adjutants will be 
made on War Office Form 1627, by Commanding Officers of 
regimenta of the Regular Army in which the Candidates are 
serving or have served, and forwarded to the War Office. 
Commanding Officers will report fuDy their opinion as to the 
eligibility of the Candidates, but will not recommend any officer 
whom they do not consider fully qualified for the appointment, 
both as to knowledge of its duties and facility in imparting 
instruction clearly. When the Commanding Officer does not 
recommend an Officer who has applied, he will state his reasons 
on the Form of Application. 

84. In the event of an Adjutancy becoming vacant, the 
Commanding Officer of the Administrative Regiment or Corps 
of Volunteers in which the vacancy has occurred, if he shotUd 
have any very special reason for wishing to obtain the services 
of any particular Officer to succeed to the appointment, will make 
his application through the proper channel to the Adjutant 
General. In the case of a resignation or retirement, the appli- 
cation will not be made until the retirement shall have been 
notified in the " London Gazette." 

85. The Commanding Officer will state in his appUcal 
the exceptional circumstances which, in his opinion, render 
desu'able tliat the Officer referred to should be appointed in pre- 
ference to any other candidate who may in other respects be 
equally eligible. 

86. The Secretary of State disapproves of Commanding 
'- Officers of Volunteers communicating direct with Commanding 

or other Officers of the Army, with a view to fijiding suitable 
candidates. They should clearly understand that the selection 
of Officers for appointment as Adjutants does not rest with 
Commanding Officers of Volunteers, who should not make any 
recommendation on the subject, except under the special circum- 
stances above detailed. 
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87. Pi'evioua to appointment, Candidates will be examined Esamimttion 
ty a Board of Officera as to their qualificationa for the duties of "* =>''^'1»W3. 
Adjutant, including a knowledge of the duties of Brigade Major. 

The faculty of imparting ins&uction will be partiailarly con- 
sidered. A certificate m.ust also he given that tliey can ride, 
Officei-s who ha,ve held Commissions as Adjutants of their 
Regiments for a period of not leas than twelve months will be 
exempted from this Examination, provided not more than five 
years have elapsed since they held such appointments. Officers 
who have passed the Staff College, and are also favourably re- 
ported upon as Regimental Officers, will likewise be exempted 
from examination, but every Ctaididate will .be examined by a 
Boaixl of Army Medical Officers, as to his general health and fitness, 
at the nearest station to the Candidate's residence at which such 
Board can be assembled. The Board will state in their report 
whether the Candidate has any defect in eyesight which might 
interfere with the efficient discharge of the duties of an Adjutant. 

88. Boards for the Examination of Candidates for appoint- 
ment to Adjutancies of Light Horse or Mounted Kifle Volunteers 
will be presided over by the Inspecting Officers of the Cavalry 
Districts for Auxiliary Forces. 

. An Officer before appointment as Adjutant, will be Declaration 
red to sign the foUowing Declaration :— ^f °[f "PP""'" 

"I hereby declare, upon my honour as an officer and a 
' gentleman, that I have not, nor to the best of my belief 
" has any person on my behalf or in my interest, directly 
" or indirectly paid or ti-ansferred or agreed to pay or 
" transfer any sum of money, valuable security, or other 
" thing in respect of my appointment to the Adjutancy of 
" the , and I promise honourably and unre- 

" servedly not to make, cause to be made, or in any manner 
" recognise hereafter any such payment or transfer in

Any breach of the declaration will be regarded as a violation of 
personal honour. The Declaration will be signed in presence of 
the Commanding Officer of the Regiment of Regular Forces to 
which the Candidate may belong, or of the Corps to which he 
is about to be appointed, after being read to him by the Com- 
manding Officer, who will countersign it. 

90. An Adjutant of Rifle Volunteers who does not possess a Instraotion at 
certificate of qualification as Officer Instructor in Musketry, Hytbe. 
will attend a course of instruction at the School of Musketry 

at Hythe. If he fail to obtain a certificate he will attend a 
second course ; and if he again fail he will not be allowed to 
retain his appointment as Adjutant. 

91. Officers selected from full-pay will return to their regiments Expiration of 
at the expiration of the term for which they have been appointed, te™ "foppomt- 

^U'On being promoted to be Regimental Field Officers. 
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92. Officers Kelected for tliese ajipointments wiU. understand 
that they will not be allowed to resign theii- Adjutancies' before the 
end of the five years, with a view to returning to their Regi- 
ments, even if their Eegimenta shall be ordered on active service, 
unless under very exceptional circumstances ; hut if their ser- 
vice prove ttngatiafactory, they will at any time be liable to be 
sent back to their Regimenta, or put upon a reduced rate of 
half-pay as provided by Royal Warrant. 

93. An Adjutant selected from full-pay of the Royal Artillery, 
Royal Marine Artillery, or Royal Engineers will be allowed to 
wear the uniform of the Corps of the Regular Forces to which he 
belongs, as it differs only slightly from that of the corresponding 
arm of the Volunteei- Force. 

94. Other Adjutants will wear the uniform of the Adminis- 
trative Regiment or Corps to which they are appointed. 

95. Adjutants selected from the Half-pay List will be imme- 
diately removed therefrom, and accordingly cease to draw half- 
pay while holding the appointment of Adjutant On their period 
of service expiring, or on their service proving unsatisfactory, 
they will be replaced on the Half-pay List. 

96. Adjutants appointed before the 1st April 1872, and 
who were on half-pay at the dates of their appointments, will 
be allowed, so long as they are on the Half-pay List, to draw theii- 
half-pay in addition to theii- pay and allowances as Adjutants. 

97. Adjutants are not required to pay Stamp Duty on their 
Commissions. 

98. When an Adjutant is transferred from one Corps 
Administrative Regiment to another, he will be allowed to 
tain in the general service the date of his former Commission. 

99. As the public services of an Adjutant are to be available 
at all times, an Officer holding an Adjutancy in the Volunteer 
Force will not be allowed to follow any profession, or to hold 
any other appointment, pubhc or private. 

100. When an Adjutant is proposed aa a candidate for election 
to any municipal office, he \vill decline to accept such office, 
unless he prefers serving in it to retaining his Adjutancy, as the 
Secretary of State is of opinion that the duties of tlie two offices 
are incompatible. 

101. Should the Officer prefer the Staff" appointment to the 
mimicipal office, he will, if in England or Wales, claim esemjv 
tion Tinder the Act 5 & G William IV. cap. 76. sec. 51. In 
Scotland, it will be sufficient for him to decline to accept the office. 

102. In the event of the municijjal office being preferred, the 
application for permission to accept it will be submitted, through 
the Commanding Officer and the General .Officer Commanding 
the l)islrict, for the consideration of the Secretary of State. 

103. The Pay of Adjutants of Ai-tillery and Rifle Volunt« 
with the exception of those sppciiied in para. 106, will be ' 
rates authorised for Captains of the corresponding arms 
Regular Forces. 
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104. Such Adjutants will also be f^anted — 

(a.) The regulated allowance in aid of providing a servant. 
(').} A money allowance at the Army rate in lieu of forage 

for one horse, provided the Adjutant keeps a horge 

which is honk fide hia own property, 
(c.) Lodging allowance in lien of quarters, fuel, and light, at the 

rate fixed for a Regimental Captain in the Regular Army. 

105. The allowance in lien of forage will be claimed on W.O. 
Form 111, that in lieu of quarters on W.O. Form 1112, and fuel 
and light allowance on W.O. Form 1436. 

106. Adjutants of Light Horse and Mounted Rifle Vol un tee rS, 
'and thofle of Engineer Volunteers who are not Officers of Royal 
Engineers, also Adjutants of Artillery and Rifle Volunteers who 
i3o not lioM the rank of Captain in the Army, or who are in 
receipt of Half-pay, Retired Pay, Permanent Annuity, or Pension 
for service in the Army, or who have commuted such allowances, 
wjil receive pay at 10s. a day, with the allowances specified in 
para, 104. 

107. Officers of Royal Engineers holding Adjutancies of 
igineer Volunteers, will receive their regimental and extra pay, ', 
.th the allowances specified in para. 104 (a) and (b). 

108. An Adjutant of Artillery, Engineer, or Rifle Volunteers, Brevet pay. 
appointed on or after the 22nd February lS71,whoisin receipt of 
full pay as an Officer of the Regular Forces, and who, being borne 

supernumerary, is liable to return to his regiment or corps, will 
permitted to receive, beyond the pay above laid down, any 
idditional pay which he may be able to claim on account of 
lirevet Army rank. 

109. No extra remuneration can be granted when an Adjutant Paymeat of 
is called upon to pay the Staff of another Regiment or Corps. Staff of oth=r 

110. An Adjutant of Artillery, Engineer, or Rifle Volunteers „ ' . 
iwho, with the sanction of his Commanding Officer, does not keep 

horse, will, except as provided in para. 114, be reimbursed the

[nties, and in conveyance on duty to places not exceeding 10 
miles from Head-Quarters ; provided such sum does not exceed 
the amount wliicli would have been admissible on account of < 

ordinary forage allowance (la. lOd. a day), had he kept a horse 
during the period for which the claim is made. 

111. A statement of the above expenses on W.O. Form 1071, 
supported by receipts for the hiring, will be forwarded to the 
"War Office quarterly. A certificate as to the number of days 
for which forage allowance has been claimed during the period 
to which the statement refers, will be annexed. 

112. If the statement in any of the first three quarters of tlio 
financial year (or during the period from the date of an Adj utant's 
appointment until the end of the quarter) shall show an actual 
and necessary expenditure, as above, exceeding the amount admis- 

Ible for such quarter or part of a quarter, the excess will lnj 
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included in the Adjutant's claim for the final quarter of the 
financial year, provided that the amount admissible for the whole 
year (or for the whole period from the date of an Adjutant's 
joining until the end of tiie yeiir), be not thereby exceeded. 

113. Any sum charged in thii claim for the final quarter on 
account of an excess of actual and necessary expenditure shown 
in the statement for a previous quai-ter, will be separately entered 
at the ond of the claim as " excess balance for quarter ended 

187 ." 

114. An Adjutant of Volunteers who is in the receipt of Pay at 
the rate of lOs. a-day, and who, with the sanction of his Com- 
manding Officer, does not keep a horse, may, should he make 
special application for permission to do so, receive the special rate of 
forage allowance of 28., in accordance with previous regulations, to 
cover the coat of horse hire, and of conveyance on duty to places 
not exceeding ten miles from Head-Quarters, instead of olaiiuinz, 
the actual cost of the same under para. 110. J

•^ 115. An Adjutant of Volunteers may be granted ordinaj^ 
or sick leave for continuous or intermittent periods of absence 
not exceeding in the aggregate 61 days, reckoning from- the 
lat April in each year. No further leave will be granted withont 
the special authority of the Secretary of State. 

116. In the case of duly certified sickness, an Adjutant wiU 
be granted further leave of absence, not exceeding six monlha, 
If unable to resume his duties at the expiration of this furfchr^ 
period, an Adjutant appointed for five years only will cease ' 
hold his appointment. 

117. The Adjutant's allowances will cease if any leave beyoi 

61 days be granted, but the lodging allowance (in the absenc^l 
of public quarters) and servants' allowance will be granted tO'' 
the Officer performing the duty. 

118. Forage allowance will not be allowed for an Adjutant while 
absent on leave, or on any duty not requiring him to be mounted, 
unless the horse is left at the station to be used for the public 
service solely by the Officer performing the duties. In the case 
of the temporaiy absence from a station of an Adjutant who 
does not leave his horse at the station for the public service, the 
Officer performing the duties of the appointment will be per-, 
mitted to draw forage allowance if he keeps a hoi-se, or thi 
actual cost of horse hire (not exceeding the amount of the foj 
allowance), if he does not keep one. 

119. An Adjutant who, with the sanction of his Commanding 
Officer, does not keep a horse, will certify, in his claim for horse 
hire for the final quarter of the financial year, that he has not 
exceeded his 61 days' leave during the year, or, if he hi 
exceeded the 61 days, he will state the period of excess. Wh< 
horse hire is claimed for an Acting Adjutant, the name of 
Adjutant for whom he is a&tin^ must be oleaily shown ia thfri ' 
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120. An Adjutant appointed for an indefinite period may be 
granted an extension of leave for a farther term, not exceeding 
six months beyond that specified in para, lie, receiving only a 
reduced rate of pay, viz., 5s. a day, thij Of&eer performing his 
duties receiving a public quarter or lodging allowance, servants' 
and also forage allowances, or horse hire, in accordance with the 
three preceding paragraphs. 

121. If, on the expiration of this further term, such Adjutant 
ia still unfit for the performance of his duties, he will be called 
on to resign, or will be placed on retired pay if entitled to it 
under para. 143 of these Regulations. 

122. Applications for leave of absence to Adjutants will be 
forwarded (on W.O. Form 1C34) by Commanding Ofiicers to the 
WarOffice through the General Oflicer Commanding the District. 
The exact period of the proposed leave of absence, and also the 
period during which the Adjutant has already been absent in 
the current year (beginning on 1st April), will be stated on the 
application. With the application for leave, the Commanding 

^^cer will ti^ansmit for the Secretary of State's approval the 
ne of an Officer who will undertake to perfojTn the Adjutant's 
aes during his absence, 

123. If the Adjutant ia employed as a Recruiting Ofiicer he will, 
before applying for leave, aiTange with the Lieu tenant- Colonel 
of the Sub- District for the performance of his recruiting duties. 

124. The Adjutant's application for leave of absence will be 
forwarded so as to reach the War Office not less tlian a fortnight 
before the day on which he proposes to proceed on leave. 

125. The Commanding Officer may, on his own responsibility, 

iit leave of absence to the Adjutant for any period not exceed- 
a fortnight ; but, except in the case of absence for one day 
iy, the fact of his having sanctioned the leave will be reported 
the General Officer Commanding the District through the 
proper channel, and if the period exceeds a week, a similar 
report will also be made direct to the War Office. No extension 
of leave beyond the 14 days will be granted without the special 
authority of the War Office. 

126. Adjutants of the Volunteer Force holding permanent 
Army rank will rank regimentally for precedence and military 
command amongst the Captains of the Regiments or Corps to 
which they are respectively apjiointed, according to the dates of 
their commissions as Captains in the Army.

128. Every Adjutant is subject to the geneiul provisions of

131. When the Commanding Officer finds it undesirable that 
the visits of the Adjutant to the outlying Coi'ps orCorapanies should 
be made regularly every month, he will use bis discretion in 
determining the exact periods at which these visits shall take 
place, provided that twelve visits he made in the course of 
financial year, unless any deviation Irom this rule shall hai 
been specially authorised by the Secretary of State. 

132. ShoidJ a Commanding Officer deem it essential for 
the Adjutant to proceed on duty to an outlying Corps or 
Company which has been already visited twelve times since the 
commencement of the financial j'car, either for drill or for special 
purposes, such as the examination of Serjeants for Certificates of 
Proficiency, or checking Annual Returns, he may apply to the 
Secretary of State for the necessary authority for the purpose. 
But the Commanding Officer will take care that any duty which 
Le may have to assign to the Adjutant in connection with a 
Corps or Companj- at a distance from Head-Quartera shall, 
whenever practicable, be performed at the time at which the 
Adjutant visits the Corps or Company for military instruction. 

133. The Adjutant will visit Corps or Companies, and 
Practice Ranges, as often as the Commanding Officer thinka 
expedient, when no expense to the public is thereby entailed. 

134. Instructions as to the Adjutant's special duties in visitJng^ 
outlying Corps or CoTnpanies and at Company drill generally 
are given in paras. 756 to 758, antl 760 to 762. 

lol'. 135. The Adjutant of a Corps will keep the Muster Roll, and 

the Record of attendance at drill (W. 0. Book, 217, 218, 2ir 
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■ 220). The Adjutant of an Administrative Regiment will 
r£ave access to the Muster Rolls and Records of attendance at 
drill (W. 0. Book 216), of all the Corps composing it, on apply- 
ing to the respective Commanding Officers for the purpose. 

136. Every Adjutant is required to keep a diary of the Acijutant's 
instruction imparted by him to the Volunteers, according to the ^i*T °J"J 
War Office Form No. 1G12 (Quarterly Return and Adjutant's ^'■'""■'^' 
diary). The Adjutant will on no account enter in the Diary 

any drill of a Corps or Company at which he did not personally 
attend, as the Diary Is intended merely as a record of duties 
performed by him. 

137. If au Adjutant obtains leave of absence, the period of 
it should be stated in the Diary ; and he should, before quitting 
his Corps or Administrative Regiment, fill up that portion of the 
Diary wliicli is applicable to the period preceding the commence- 
ment of his leave. In the event of the Adjutant being absent on 
leave at the date on which the Return ia due, it should be signed 
by the Officer who is performing his dutic!. 

138. This Return will be certified by the Commanding Officer, 
and transmitted to the General Officer Commanding the District, 
through the proper channel, on the 1st January, 1st April, 1st 
July, and Ist October in each year {see paras.

139. The Adjutant will also prepai'e and furnish, under the 
direction of his Commanding Officer, all such returns as may 
from time to time be called for by the Secretary of State.

150. The Adjutant will be required to transmit to the War Quarterly 
Office, one month before the expiration of each quarter, an '^""""=- 
estimate, (on W. 0. Form IGTl), for the pay and allowances of 
himself and the Non-commissioned Officers entitled to pay fi'om 

the public during the ensuing quarter. The sums thus required 
will be issued to the Adjutant quarterly by meana of drafts on 
the Paymaster- General, and all sums received and expended by 
him are to be included in Ids half-yearly Account.

When a Volunteer Corps has a Company at a greater 
outljring Com- distance than five miles from Head- Quarters, and when there is 
panics. j^Q nearer Corps in which the members of the Company might 

have been enrolled, an Instructor may proceed, at the public ex- 
pense, to drill such Company under the provisions of para. 169* 
Additional In- 164. Should it be impracticable to provide for the instruction 
•tniotors for of the Company in this manner, the General Officer Commandinir 
3s? ^''°" ^^^ represent the matter to the War Office, in order that the 

Secretary of State may consider the question of the appointment 
of an additional Instructor at the public expense. 

165. No application for the appointment of an additional In- 
structor will be entertained unless the number of Companies 
remaining at Head-Quarters is sufficient to entitle them^ under 
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para. 160, to retain there the number of Inatructora originally 
assigned to the Corps ; for instance, a five-company Corps, with 
four Companies at Head -Quarters and one at a station more than 
five miles distant, might have a third Instructor, whilst one 
with three Companies at Head-Quartors and two at the outlying 
station could only have two Instructors. 

166. In the event of an outlying Company, for which an Reducii 
additional Insti'uctor has been authorised, being moved to the ""'"I'ers autho- 
Head-Quatters of the Corps, or to within five miles of the Head- "^*'*' 
Quai-ters, the fact will be reported to the War Office through 

the General Officer Commanding, with a view to the reduction 
of the number of Instructors authorised. 

167. Corps of Light Horse or Mounted Rifle Volunteers not Mounted 
entitled to the services of an Adjutant will be allowed one *^°^^- 
Insti-uctor to each Troop or Company. 

168. The number of Instructors to be allowed on the Staff of Proportion at 
Administrative Regiments will be as fixed in each case by the JXi'nt'iS^ 
Secretary of State. The full number of Instructors under the KegimeDta. 
scale given in para. 160 will not ordinarily be necessary for 
adjacent Corps belonging to the same Administrative Regiment. 

169. The Commanding Officer of an Administrative Regiment Employment 
may remove an Instructor from one Corps to any other Corps of conia''''^d 
the Regiment in which his services may be required ; or he may, mimBtratin: 
witliout removing him, employ him in drilling other Corps of Regimentg. 
the Begiment to which no Instructors have been posted. 

170. Previously to giving orders for tlius removing or employing 
an Instructor, the Commanding Officer will apply to the General 
Officer Commanding for authority, and for a route. In both cases 
the actual travelling expenses necessarily incun-ed in accordance 
with the Regulations laid down for Non-commissioned Officers 
«f the Army will be admitted as a charge against the public. 

171. When a Serjeant Instructor is to visit a Coi-ps period- 
ically, say once a week, for a given period, one route for such 
period will be sufficient, provided that tlie period does not exceed 
three months. "When the Instructor is to return on the same 
day a route will not be necessary. If a Non-commissioned 
Officer marches in one day a dislance of not less than 10 miles, 
or if he proceeds in one day by railway, steamboat, or other 
public conveyance a distance of 20 miles or upwards, or if he 
proceeds in one day by railway, steamboat, or other public con- 
veyance a distance of not less than 10, and also by road (on a 
march) a distance of not less than 5 miles, retiu-ning to his 
quarters on the same day, he will receive an allowance of 6d. 
In the case of a Non-commissioned Officer serving under his army 
engagement this allowance will not be payable, if he receives 
rations for the day at his station. 
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172. In the case of an Instructor employed in drilling other 
Corps, he will, if not occupying a billet, also be allowed lodging- 
money at a rate of id. for each night in which he is absent from 
the Corps to which he is posted, in addition to his ordinary pay 
ajid allowances, provided he is certified by the Commanding 
Officer to have necessarily retained his lodgings at his station. 
When occupying a billet, the allowances payable will in such 
cases be as prescribed in the Mutiny Act. 

173. Unless special authority for more frequent visits be 
obtained, the visits of an Instructor to a Corps other than that 
to which he is posted will be limited to once a week. 

174. Charges in the Adjutant's accounts for expenses on tlie 
removal of an Instructor from one Corps to another, or bis 
employment in drilling other Coi"ps, will be vouched by the 
"route" under which the man proceeded; and in the second case 
a certificate from the Commanding Officer will he appended, 
showing that during the time in which the Instructor waa em- 
ployed in drilling the Corps to which ho had been sent, no other 
Instructor at the public expense was employed with that Corps. 

175. The Commanding Officer of an Administrative Regiment 
may order a duly qusihfied Instructor to proceed, at tho public 
expense, to a Coi-ps not having a certified amiourer, for the 
purpose of making a quarterly in.spection of arms ; applying to 
the General Officer Commanding for a route. 

17G. During the illness of an Instructor, an Instructor fi'om 
another Corps may be sent once a week for the purpose of drilling 
the Corps to which the former belongs, but no expense will be 
allowed against the public on this account. During the absence 
of an Instructor at the Schools of Gunnery or Musketry the 
necessary travelling expenses of an lusti-uctor from another Corps 
will be borne by the public, but no such charge will be admisaible 
in the case of absence on private affairs. 

177. The leave granted to an Instructor will not exceed 28 
days in the year, and in an Administrative Regiment no leave 
will be granted by the Officer Commanding the Corps to which 
the Instmctor is attached, without the special or general autho- 
rity of the Officer Commanding the Regiment. 

178. When the General Officer Commanding a District receives 
an application for the transfer of a non-commissioned officer from 
the Permanent Staifofone regiment or Corps of Auxiliaiy Forces 
to another in the District under his command, in order to fill an 
existing vacancy, he may authorise the transfer, provided that 
the application be made with the man's own consent and that of 
the Officer Commanding the Regiment or Corps in which the 
man ia then serving, and that no expense to the public is thereby 
incurred. The authority of the General Officer Commanding for 
the transfer, and the usual No. 1 Report showing the date to 
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■which the man has been paid will be annexed to the account 
of the Administrative Regiment or Corps to which the Non-Com- 
missioned Officer lias been tranafen'ed, in whicli the first charge 
for pay appears. 

179. Every Instructor of Volunteere is subject to the pro- Mniiny Act. 
visions of the Mutiny Act and Articles of War. 

180. All Insti'uctora are to be considered as under the Supervision. 
supervision of the Adjutant, who is required to report to the 

Officer Commanding the Administrative Regiment or Corps to 
■which the man belongs any irregularity of conduct, incom- 
petence, or want of attention ■wliieh he may observe on the 
part of an Instructor ; and the Commanding Officer, when 
necessary, ■will report the circumstances of the case to the 
General Officer Commanding the District, In Hie case of an 
Administrative Regiment, the Adjutant will also report such 
instances of irregularity to the Officer Commanding the Corps to 
which the Instructor is posted, 

181. When an Officer Commanding an Administrative Miscondui:!, 
Regiment finds it necessary to report any irregularity of conduct 

which has been brought to his notice by the Adjutant, his report 
will be accompanied by a report from the Officer Commanding 
the Coi'ps to v?hich the Serjeant Instructor is posted in regard 
to the man's general character and usefulness. 

182. In the event of an Instructor being guilty of an offence 
of a sufficiently grave nature to induce his Commanding Officer 
to submit the case to superior authority, a report of the circum- 
stances will be made forthwith to the General Officer Com- 
manding, who will at his discretion dispose of the case, or report 
it to the Adjutant General. The Instructor will be kept in arrest 
until orders are received as to his disposal. 

183. Whenever circumstances may arise rendei-ing it necessary 
to tiy an Instructor by Court-martial the Commanding Officer will 
make application to the General Officer Commanding the District 
in regard to the assembly of the Court. 

IMr. A Record, on W.O. Form 1666, -will be kept of all offences Record of 
which may be proved against an Instnictor, after due investiga- ofleaces, 
tion by his Commanding Officer. Every entry will he in the 
handwi'iting of the Officer in command of the Corps to which 
the Serjeant belongs or is posted. In the case of an Administra- 
tive Regiment, the Record of offences of Instructors will he open 
at all times to the inspection of the Adjutant, the Field Officer 
Commanding, and the Lieutenant-Colonel of the Sub-district. 

185. The principal duty of an Instructor is to attend to Duties. 
the drill and instruction of the Corps to which he is posted, but 
be may also, at the discretion of the Commanding Officer, be 
intrusted with the custody of the Arms or Rifle Range of the 
Corps, or charged with such other military duties as usually 
1 a Non-commissioned Officer. iS'ee also para. &5ft.i 
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186. He mxy, for example, be required to do orderiy room 
work, to saperintend the deaning of guns, ]ianifi8B» mnd anna^ 
and to look after dothing and accoutrements in the S^imental 
Store, without extra payment ; but he nill not be required to 
dean arms, and if he undertake that duty he should reoeive some 
remuneration for it from the C(Nrp& 

187* An Instructor may be required to mark at class firing, 
although he should ordinarily be employed at the firing point, 
but he should not be required to maik at private practice, or to 
undertake any duties at the range not being those of a Non- 
commisaioned Officer, except with his own amsent 

188* An Instructor will only be employed in recmiting for 
the Regular Forces at his own station. Whilst so employed 
he will not receive any additional allowances, but only the 
usual rewards payable on obtaiuing recruits. 

189* Instructors wiU not be employed in recdving or dis- 
bursing the funds of a Corps. 

190. Serjeant Instructors will be required to perform such 

military duties as may be directed by the Officer Commanding 

the Brigade Sub-District or Artillery Sub-District to which they 

may respectively belong. 

Teadung drill 19L There is no objection to Instructors imparting instruc- 

in local schools, tion in drill in local schools, provided that their military dutieR 

are in no way interfered with, and that their Commanding 

Officer^s consent is given. 

Special 192. It is not desirable that an Instructor should be sworn 

Constable. in as a Special Constable ; and the rules laid down in para. 100 

A^nicipal ^th reference to Adjutants, as regards their holding municipal 

^' offices, apply equally to First Class Serjeant-Instructors. 

Bank. 193. Serjeant-Instructors will on parade rank as senior to all 

Volunteer Non-Commissioned Officers. 
Diary. 194. Each Instructor will keep a diary on W.O. Form 862, 

showing how he is employed. When he is employed in attending 
drill, the description of drill attended and the number of Officers 
and Men present will be shown. 

195. The diary of the preceding week will be deposited in 
the Orderly Room of the Corps to which the Instructor be- 
longs, or is attached, every Monday morning not later than 8 
o'clock. In an Administrative Eegiment the Officers Command- 
ing the several Corps will forward to the Field Officer Com- 
manding, on the 1st of each month, the diaries of the preceding 
month. 

Seijeant- 196. In every Administrative Regiment, and in every Corps 

Major. having the establishment of a Regiment, Brigade, or Battalion, 

and not belonging to an Administrative Regiment, the Com- 
manding Officer may appoint one of the Instructors to act as 
Serjeant-Major. He will receive extra-duty pay at 6d, a day, 
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and, except in the case of a Militia-Serjeant acting as a Tempomry 
Drill Instructor, will wear Serjeant-Major's uniform. See also 
paragraphs 221 and 251. 

197. The appointment when made will be notified to the 
General Officer Commanding the District, and a certificate of the 
date of sucli appointment will accompany the first charge of this 
extra-duty pay. 

198. For any sufficient cause a Commanding Officer has 
authority to deprive the Instructor of his appointment as Acting 
Serjeant-Major, but when be finds it necessary to do so, he must 
notify the fact to the General Officer Commanding. 

199. A Serjeant-Instructor who is in possession of a coi-tificate 
of qualification as Serjeant -Instructor in Musketry, or who has 
passed through the long course of instruction at the School of 
Gunnery at Shoeburyness and obtained a certificate of qualifica- 
tion as Assistant Instructor in Gunnery, wilt receive 2d. a day 
in addition to the rate of pay laid down in paras. 242, 243> 
and 265. Temporary Drill Instructors are not entitled to this 
additional pay. Before making the first charge for the 2d, a day, 
the Serjeant- Instructor's certificate will be transmitted to the 
War Office, with an application for authority to make the charge. 

200. In Administrative Regiments, Seijeant-Inatructors will 
on attestation or transfer be given regimental numbers. In 
Corps not belonging to an Administrative Regiment they will be 
numbered with the enrolled Volunteers. 

201. Volunteer Corps are not to attempt to induce Serjeants 
of the Militia, or Serjeant-Instructors of other Volunteer Corps, 
to quit tlieii- Regiment or Corps without the consent of the , 
Commanding Officer of the Militia Regiment or Volunteer 
Corps. In any case in which it may be proved that offers of 
this kind have been made, the General Officer Commanding will 
refuse his consent to the appointment of the Non-commissioned 
Officer concerned. 

302. The Permanent Stafi'of the Volunteer Force (including 
transfers from tlie Army and Roya! Marines) are not entitled 
to the attendance of a Military Medical Officer; but an 
allowance of 2d, a week for each person, in aid of medical 
attendance, will be granted on account of the Staff and their 
families. This allowance will be paid by the Adjut.vnt to the 
Medical Attendant, and charged in his accounts. The charge 
must be vouclied by the Adjutant's Certificate of the actual 
number of peraon.s for whom the allowance is strictly chargeable, 
and by the receipt of the Medical Attendant, whether he be the 
Medical Officer of Volunteers or a Private Practitioner, The terra 
"family" will, in the case of an Adjutant, include wife, sons 
under 16 years of age, and unmarried daughters ; and in the ca-se 
of a Serjeant-Instructor, wife, and children under 16 years of age. 
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203. Para. 202 will apply also to Non-commisaioiiti^ 
Officers of the Militia auii First C3aas Army Reserve attachec 
aa Drill Instructors to Administrative Regiments or Corps of 
Volunteers, under the Secretary of State's authority. 

204. Instructors will in extreme cases, which will be decided 
by the Senior Local Military Medical Officer, be granted admission 
to Military Hospitals, and receive the usual medical comforts, diet, 
&C. furnished by Medical Regulatioaa. The stoppage which will 
be levied from such Instructors during the period of their being 
in hospital will be in the case of men serving under their Army 
engagement 7c?,, in other cases Is. a day. 

205. When a Non-commissioned Officer or Soldier of the 
Regular Forces is attached as a Temporary Drill Instructor for 
any period likely to exceed one month, to an Administrative 
Regiment or Corps of Volunteers at a station where there is no 
Army Medical Officer, or where, if one be present his services, 
owing to distance, cannot be made available, it will rest with 
the Officer Commanding the Corps to which he ia attached, 
to obtain the services of a Private Medical Practitioner, if prac- 
ticable, at the following weekly rate, viz. — 

For each person 2d. ; to include any medicine supplied 
Under ordinary circumstances, no claim for medical attend- 
ance will be entertained, unless made in conformity with this 
rate, and submitted quarterly on W.O. Form 154, to the Under 
Secretary of State for War, but where exceptional cu-cumstances 
have arisen to necessitate a departure from these instructions, full 
explanation must be given in each case, and particulars fumislied 
on W.O. Form 296. 

206. Adjutants of Volunteers who have in their payment 
Non-commissioned Officers or Soldiers of the Regular Forces 
attached as above Avill not include any charge on account of 
Medical Atteadance on these men or their families in the 
Volunteer Accounts. The duty of settling with the Private 
Medical Practitioners so employed will be undertaken by the 
local Paymaster. 

207. lu consideration of the Seijeant-Instructor of a Light 
Horse or Mounted Rifle Volunteer Corps having to be mounted 
by the Coi-pa whenever he is engaged on mounted duties, an 
allowance of 2s, per diem for any period not exceeding sis 
months in the year is granted to the Corps for each Instructor 
who has been duly appointed under the authority of the General 
Officer Commanding, Any charge against the public in the 
Adjutant's accounts under this head will be vouched by a certi- 
ficate from the Commanding Officer that the amount charged has 
been expended upon the ervice on account of which it is granted, 

208. The children ol the Permanent Staff of the Volunteei- 
Force are entitled to the privilege of being admitted gi-atuitousl^- 
to Army Schools. 
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209. In any correspondence respecting an Instructor care Corrcapon- 
■will be taken to describe accurately his precise status, i:e., whether '^™'^6- 

he is (a) a Temporary Drill Instnictor ; (b) a Transfer from the 
Regular Forces completing his Ai-my Service ; or (c) a Non- 
commissioned Officer disebarged from the Army and attached 
as a first or second class Serjeant Instructor as the case may be.

210. Non-commissioEed Officers of Brigade Depots, and Ser- From Brigade 
jeants of the Permanent Staff of Disembodied Militia, may be Depfit or 
temporarily detached for duty as Drill Instructois of Rifle ^^'''^' 
Volunteers in their Sub-Districts, in lieu of Permanent Serjeant- 
Inatructors. Such temporary Drill Instructors should, as far as 
possible, be employed in the case of Volunteer Corps stationed 

at the Head-Quarters of a Brigade Dep5t orKegiment of Militia. 
Mihtia Serjeants who have not been attested for general military 
duties in the Sub-District will only be employed with their own 
consent as Drill Instructors of Volunteei-s. 

211. When the services of a Serjeant of a Brigade Dep5t Mode of ap- 
or Mihtia Regiment are required, the Commanding Officer of pijing for. 
the Administrative Battahon or Corp.s of Rifle Volunteers con- 
cerned will apply to the Lieutenant-Colonel of his Sub-District, 
stating the number of Instructors authorised by the Secretary 

of State for his Battalion or Corps, and the n\imbei' already em- 
ployed. The Lieutenant-Colonel of the Sub-District will then, if 
he sees no objection, and if the authorised number of Instructors 
be not thereby exceeded, authorise the man's employment till 
further orders paving previously, in the case of a Militia Serjeant, 
obtained the consent of his Commanding Officer). 

212. No Extra-Duty Pay (except as provided in paras. 213, KoEitm- 
215, and 216) will he granted to Non-commissioned Officers l^itJ Pay- 
either of the Regular Forces or Militia employed as Drill 
Instructors to Volunteers ; but they will be granted separation 
allowances when entitled thereto under Army Regulations, and 

will be allowed the usual travelling expenses on joining and 
returning. 

213. Non-commissioned Officers of Royal Artillery and of Men employed 
Militia, who were actually employed under authority before imiSe'old 
26th July 1874 as Temporary Drill Instructors of .Volunteers, "S^""""*- 
■will be allowed to retain the Extra-Duty Pay of which they 

have hitherto been in receipt as long as they continue to be so 
employed, but will not during such period draw separation 
allowances. 

214. The Regimental Pay of the Non-commissioned Officers 
of Royal Artillery referred to in the preceding pai'agraph will be 
charged in the Volunteer Accounts, and their arms, clothing, and 
accoutrements will be taken on charge, demanded, and accounted 
fo r in the same manner as prescribed in paras. 247 to 251 for 

■fte clothiug and accoutrements of Non-commissioned Offiiittts cS. 
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Boyal Artillery transferred to the Volunteer Force. They will 
wear the clothing of the rank they actually hold in the Royal 
Artillery, except when appointed to act as Serjeant- Major (see 
para. 196). 

215. Non-commissioned Officers of the Regular Forces who 
are performing the duties of their own Corps during the day 
will, if employed in drilling Volunteer Corps in tlie evening, 
be granted Extra-Duty Pay at 2d. for each hour they are so 
employed, provided the amount does not exceed Is. on any 
evening. 

216. The authority for the employment of a Militia Serji 
will not ordinarily extend to any period of preliminary dnll or 
training of his Regiment ; but if during such jieriod a Militia 
Serjeant should, with his Commanding Officer's consent, be 
specially allowed, after discharging his duties with his Regiment 
tliroughout the day, to drill the Volunteer Corps with which he 
has been employed dnring the evening, he will for each such 
evening receive Extra-Duty Pay at 2d. an hour, provided Che 
amount does not exceed Is. on any one evening. 

217. The charges authorised hy paras. 215 and 216 will 
voQched as follows : — 

(a.) By a certificate from the Officer Commanding the Volun- 
teer Corps, or the Adj iitant, showing the hours from and 
to which the Non-commissioned Officer waa actually 
employed on each evening. 

(fc.) By the receipt of the Non-commissioned Officer. 

218. A Mihtia Serjeant when drilling a Volunteer Coi 
will wear the uniform of his own regiment. 

210. In accordance with the Royal Wan-ant of 14th July 
1874, a Non-commisaioned Officer of Royal Engineers employed 
as Drill Instructor of Engineer Volunteers is entitled to Extra- 
Duty Pay at 2s. a day, in addition to Regimental Pay. He is 
also entitled to a billet or lodging, or to the regulated allowance 
in lieu thereof. Tlie Extra-Duty Pay is not admissible when the 
Non-commissioned Officer is absent from duty on leave or on account 
of sickness, hut he will not be deprived of his ordinary allowances. 

220. The Regimental as well as the Extra-Duty Pay of these 
men will appear in the Volunteer Accounts, and the first charge 
will, therefore, bo vouched in all cases by tlie nsual " No. 1 
Report." 

221. A Non-commissioned Officer of Royal Engineers em- 
ployed as a Drill Instructor of Engineer Volunteers will w< 

" tne uniform of the rank he actually holds in the Royal Ei ^ 
except when appointed by the Commanding Officer to act 
Serjeant -Major, when he will be supplied with Herjeant-Majoi 
clothing (see para. 196). 

; 322. Men of the First Class Aimy Reserve who have had m 
less than two years' service as Non-commissioned Offii 
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Army may also, when not required for duty under the con- 
ditions of their service, be enjployod as Temporaiy Drill lostruc- 
tors to Volunteers ; applications for their employment being first 
made to the General Officer Commanding, Whilst so employed

223. If it be desirable that a vacancy for an Instructor be Sel 
filled by transferring to the Regiment or Corps a Non-commis- ^n^iiate and j 
sioned Officer of the Army, the Lieutenant -Colon el of the Sub- a^^. ^^' 
District wUl take the necessary steps for obtaintog the services 
of a Non-commissioned Officer of not less than 17 years' service, 
and will, after communicating with the man's Commanding 
Officer as to his qualifications as a Drill Insti'uctor, submit the 
case to the Genera! Officer Commanding, who will authorise 
the transfer, or if tiie N on-Commissioned Officer belongs to 
the Royal Marines, or ia not serving in his District, will apply 
to the Adjutant-General for authority for the transfer. 

224. The letter of recommendation for the transfer of a Non- lieeoromemla- 
commissioned Officer to the Volunteer Force will state whether "°''- 
the candidate has been through the regular course of instruc- 
tion at the School of Gunnerj- or Musketry, and if so, whether 
he obtained a certificate of qualification as Assistant Instructor 
iu Gunnery, or Serjeant-Instructor of Musketry ; also whether 
he has gone through a course of instruction in the care and

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fied Armourer. The following documents "will accompany

225. If the man has not a certificate as a quaUfied Armourer 
it will be stated on the recommendation whether the Commanding

229. Non-commissioned Officers of the Royal Marines (AriU- 
I lery and Light Infantry) are eligible to be transferred to the 

Volunteer Force for completion of seiTice under tlie same regu- 
lations as Non-commissioned Officers transfened from tlie Army. 
Those transferred from the Royal Marine Light Infantry will wear 
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the uniform of the Administrative Regiment or Corps to which 
they are transferred; those from the Royal Maiine Artillery 
will continue to wear the Koyal Marine uniform, 

230. Non-commisaioned OfEcera of the Army Service Corps 
may be transferred to he Serjeant -Instructors of Volunteers, 
when qualified by previous service in the respective arms. 
When so transferred fcbey will receive the rate of pay laid down 
in para. 242 for the arm of the Service to which they are trans- 
ferred. 

231. Rejjimental Serjeant -Majors and Quartermaster-Serjeants 
will, should they desire it, be permitted to be transferred, for 
completion of service, as Serjeant-Instructors on the Permanent 
Staff of the Volunteer Force ; but, during such period, they will 
not be entitled to a continuation of their Army pay and allow- 
ances as Serjeant-Majors or Quartermaster-Serjeants. They will, 
however, retain their claim to tlie pension of those ranks on final 
discharge. 

232. The transfer of other Staff and Colour-Serjcanta, or of 
Battery or Troop Serjeant -Majors, will only be sanctioned on 
their reverting, with their own consent, to the position of ordi- 
nary Serjeants. 

233. Non-commissioned Officers of the Regular Forces trans- 
feiTed for duty with the Volunteer Force will be borne as 
Supernumerary in the Army, and the particular Regiment to 
wMch they belong will be shown opposite their names in the 
Volunteer Returns. 

234. These Non-commissioned Officers will not be removed 
from the Volunteer Force and sent back to the Army without 
the special sanction of the Officer Commanding-in-Chief ; and 
they will, under ordinary circumstances, only be liable to be 
sent back for misconduct or inefficiency. 

235. Whenever tlie Commanding Officer of an Administrative 
Regiment or Corps of Volunteers wishes to dispense with the 
services of any such Non-commissioned Officei', he will apply to 
the Genei-al Officer Commanding the District, through the pre- 
scribed channel of communication, for leave to do so, stating his 
reasons for the application, and reporting at the same time any 
offence of which the Non-commiasioned Officer may have been 
guilty. Should he have committed a breach of discipline he will 
be placed under ai'rest, and a distinct charge, with summaiy of 
evidence, Will be forwarded. 

236. A Regimental Serjeant-Major or Quartermaster-Serjeant 
of the Regular Forces who has been transferred, will not be 
permitted to revert to his Line Regiment, except in the case

239. If a Serjeant -In5truct'>r, on completing his Army Sct- 
vice, does not wish to renew his engagement, the Commanding 
Officer may disdiarge him on the date of bis discharge &om the 
Army ; a report being made, through the osual channel, to the 
General Officer Commanding. 

240. It is not necessary tbat a Serjeant-Instructor, on com- 
pletion of his service in the Kegolar Forces, should proceed to 
his Raiment to appear before a Regimental Board. 

24L Non-commissioned Officers and others of the Regular 
Forces transferred for service on the Stafl'of the Tolunleer Force, 
are not entitled under any circumstances to receive the sum of 
1«. a day for 20 days allowed to be paid, under Army Regula- 
tions, to soldiers diacliarged to pension.

Noa-eommissioned Officers transferred to Administrative R«gi- 
ments or Corps of Volunteers as Serjeant-Inatructora will receive 
pay at the rate fixed for Serjeants of Garrison Artillerj- in " "" 
case of men serving with Artillery Volunteers, at that fixed 
Serjeants of Cavalry of the Line in the case of men serving "h 
Light Horse and Mounted Rifle Volunteers, and at that 
Serjeants of Infantry of the Line in the case of Rifle Volunteers. 
Such pay will be issued from the date of their transfer to the date 
on which pension shall be awarded to them on completion of 
their Army Service, unless previously discharged or ordered to 
rejoin their Regiments.

251. If a Xon-commissioned Officer of Boyal Artilleiy or 
Boyal Marine Artilleiy is appointed Serjeant-Major, lie will 
be supplied with Serjeant-Major s dothing, sword, and acoontre- 
ments at the public expense. {See para. 1S6.)

254. Applications for the appointment as Serjeant-Instructors Mode of ap- 
of Non-commissioned Officers who have been discharged from the pointment. 
R^ular Army will in every ease be submitted for the approval of

256. Serjeant-Instructors appointed from men who have 
been discharged from the Regular Forces are divided into two 
classes : — 

(a.) First Class Serjeant-Instructors, who are not pennitted 
engage in any trade or civil occupation.

(6.) Second Class Instructors, who are permitted by thi __ 
Commanding Officers, with the approval of the General 
Officer Commanding, to work at a trade or follow some 
other occupation (not being that of a publican), on the 
express underatanding that they are at all times avail- 
able for the public service, and that the trade or 
occupation is not to interfere in any way with their 
duties. 

257. A letter of recommendation for the appointment of Ser- 
jeant-Instructor of Volunteers will state whether the candidate has 
been thraugh the regular course of instruction at the School of 
Gunnery or Musketiy, and it' so, whether he obtained a certifi- 
cate of qualification as Assistant Instructor in Gunnery or Ser- 
jeant-Instructor of Musketry ; also whether he has gone through 
a course of instruction in the care and repair of the Snider rif 
and if he is in possession of a cei'tificate as a quaUfied Armou] 
The recommendation wUl be accompanied by the followL 
documents: —

Musketry, or to the Royal Small-Arms Establishment at Bir- 
mingham, apply to Serjeant-Instructors who have taken their 
discharge from the Army equally with Non-commissioned Officers

260. On receipt of the approval of the Geneml Officer Com- Aitosiation. 
manding, the Commanding Officer will cause the man to be 
attested before a Magistrate or Deputy Lieutenant of the County 

for five years' service, or, if any special circumstances should 
render such a courae desirable, for such shorter period {not being 
in any case less than one year) as may be considered desirable. 

261. A similar course will be adopted, without special sanc- 
tion from the General Officer Commanding, in tlic case of a 
Seijeant-Instructor wishing to continue his service after the 
expiration of the period for which he had been previously attested, 
or, in the case of a Non-com missioned Officer transfeiTed from 
the Regular Forces, on the expiration of hia Line Service.

263. The fee of 1b. on Attestation, and the fee of 2s. Gd. for 
MediciJ Examination, if no Military Medical Officer is available 
for the duty, may be paid and chained in the Adjutant's accounts ; 
in the event of the latter charge being made, it must be vouched 
by a Certificate stating that no Military Medical Officer was 
available.

264. The attention of a Serjeant-Instructor will, on Attes- 
tation or re-Attestation, be specially called to the terms of the 
question as to his willingness to perform such military duties aa 
may be directed by the Lieutenant-Colonel of the Sub-District 
to which he may belong (see para. 190). 
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265. The pay and allowances of Serjeant-Instructors who 
have been discharged from the Regular Forces will he at t he.

266. The first charge of pay for a Serjeant-Instnietor who 
has heen discharged from the Army, except in the cases men- 
tioned in para. 261, mil be vouched by the original authority of 
the General Officer Commanding for hia appointment, 

267. Seijeant-Instructors who complete their service in the 
Regular Forces and are attested for further service in the Volun- 
teers, may receive pay and allowances at the rates given in 
para. 265 for such period as necessaiily elapses between the 
termination of their regular service and their attestation, pro- 
vided that the service be continuous. 

268. A Serjeant-Instructor's pay will be issued by, and charged 
in the accounts of, the Adjutant of the Corps or Administrative 
Begiment to which the Non-commissioned Officer belongs, and 
will be issued, as far as practicable, weekly in arrear. 

269. When a Serjeant Instructor who has been discharged 
from the Army is ordered to attend the Schools of Gunnery or 
Musketry, the School of Instruction for Auxiliary Cavalry, or 
the Royal Small-Arms Establishment, Birmingham, a ronta will 
be issued for the journey ; and whilst imder instruction he 
be entitled —

271. If a Seijeant-Instructor, on tlie expiration of the period 
for which he has been attested, docs not wish to renew hia 
engagement, the Commanding Officer may discharge him on 
the day on which he completes his period of service. The date of 
such discharge will be reported, through the usual channel, to the 
General Officer Commanding. 
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372. Whenever it ia the wish of a Commanding Officer to 
discharge a permanent Instructor before the completion of his 
period of service, he will, in applying to the General Officer Com- 
manding for authority to discharge the man, state fully the 
reasons which induce him to do so. 

273. Serjeaat-Instiiictora who have heen discharged from the 
Army, and who have engaged to perform all military duties 
required of them within the Sub-District, in accordance with 
para. 264, will be granted for such days as they may be so era- 
ployed the usual ration of provisions, where a contract exists for 
their supply, subject to a stoppage of id. a ration ; they will also 
be entitled, when absent on such duty from their Permanent 
Station, to the allowances and privileges granted by para, 252 
(d) and (g) subject to the conditions therein laid down. 

274. Those who have not engaged to perform general mili- 
taiy duties within the Sub-District will not be employed upon

275. Charges made in accordance with these directions will be 
vouched by certificates showing the several dates of employment 
and the nature of the duties on which the men were employed. 

276. A copy of the Royal Warrant, dated the 25th February 
1S75, relative to Gratuities, and an extract from the Royal War- 
rant, dated Cth September 1876, as amended by tha Royal 
Warrant of 9th July 1877, relative to Special Pensions and 
increases of Line Pension on discharge to Non-commissioned 
Officers and others are printed in the Appendix (pages 1 96 and 
197). 

277. A Serjeant-IuBtruetor discharged on reduction of esta- 
blishment, or at his own request, will have no claim to gratuity 
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278. When application is made to the Wai- Office for a 
pension, or gratuity, or increase of Line Pension for a, Non- 
commissioned Officer, on discharge from the Volunteer Force, a 
duplicate of the Discharge Certificate given by the Commanding 
Officer to the man (W.O, Form 1597) will be forwarded with 
the application, and the Commanding Officer -svill take care that 
the Serjeant-Instructor concerned is not employed, oi' kept on 
pay at the public expense, for any day subsequent to the date of 
his discharge.

261. Commanding Officers of Administi'ative Regiments and 
Corps will render the Lord Lieutenant every assistance in theu' 
. power, if required to do so, in the selection of gentlemen for first 
appointment as subalterns. When a Corps of one county belongs 
to an Administrative Regiment of another county, the Officer 
commanding the Corps makes recommendations of first appoint- 
ments to the Lord Lieutenant of the county to which the Corps 
belongs, forwarding the letter, however, through the Officer 
commanding the Administrative Regiment. 

282. In order to enable the Secretary of State to judge of the 
qualifications of a candidate for appointment, the Lord Lieutenant 
will forward with his recommendation War Office Form 858.

284. If a Lord Lieutenant should fail to recommend a p „ 

approved by Her Majesty within 30 days after the date of tbi 
letter notifying a vacancy to such Lord Lieutenant, the power 
of recommendation will lapse, and the Secretary of State will 
direct the Commanding Officer to recommend to him a person to 
fill the vacancy, the recommendation being accompani^ by the 
statement and certificates on War Office Form 858. 

285. The eatablishmcnt of Officers is fixed by the tables 
at pp. 4 to 8 of these Regulations, and the rules as to Second 
Lieutenants will be found in parae.

303. A vacancy in the appointment of a Field Officer 
Corps forming part of an Administrative Regiment will only 
fdled up when there is a corresponding vacancy on the Staff 
the Regiment to which the Officer can also be appointed. 
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304. When a Corps to which one or more Field Officers have 
been appointed becomes part of an Administrative Regiment, 
these Field Offieei's will be appointed to the Administrative Staff 
of the Regiment as vacancies occur. 

305. Commanding Officers will, without delay, report direct to Deaths and 
the Secretary of State the deaths, and submit for acceptance the resignatiQce. 
voluntary resignations, of Officers in their respective Administra- 
tive Regiments or Corps, The death of a Field Officer Command- 
ing will be at once reported, by the Officer next in Command, to 

the General Officer Commanding the District as well as to the 
Secretary of State.

329. In preparing for examination, a Quartermaster will 
study the duties of Quartermasters, as given in the Queen's 
Regulations and Oi-Jers for the Army, in so far as they are 
applicable to Volunteers, and also the rules laid down in the 
Volunteer Regulations as to the supply of arms, ammunition, 
and camp equipment, and the mode of keeping equipment 
accounts.

Officers at least are ready to join, a class will be 
formed. The class will assemble on the first day of the month, 
or on the second if the first be a Sunday, Officers will join in 
uniform ; those proceeding to the Schools at Aldershot tatlng full 
as well as undress uniform. 

332. At the Artillery and Engineer Schools, 20 will be the 
masdmum number allowed to join a class ; at the Cavalry and 
Ibfantry Schools, 25 wiU be the maximum. 

333. An Officer wishing to join a class must send hia appli- 
cation for permi.ssion to do so through bis Commanding Officer 
to the Inspector- General of Auxiliary Forces, War Office. The 
application (which will be matle on W.O. Form 578) will specify 
the School which be wishes to join, and the time when he will 
be able to attend. It is desirable that each Officer should name 
as many months as poa.sible, and that the application should he 
sent to the War Office not later than the 18th of the month 
preceding the first of the months named.

report of the names of Officers who have obtained certificates,

319 to 322, for Captains of the arm of 
the Service to which they belong. The Quartermaster-Serjeant 
will be examined in the same subjects as the Quartermaster. 
The Certificates of Proficiency will be made out on the same 
forms as those for the Officers. {See paras.

383. Serjeants will be examined by the Adjutant of the 
Administrative Regiment or Corps to which they belong, and 
their Certificates of Proficiency will be signed by such Adjutant, 
and countersigned by the Commanding Officer.

SECTION 11.— ENROLLED MEMBERS. 



, Enrolled members are persons of every grade whose 
names are duly entered for service in the Muster Roll of a Coipa. 

387. -All enrolled members of Volunteer Corps must be natural- 
bom or naturalized subjects of Her Majesty. 

388. No person below the age of 17 may be enrolled in a 
Volunteer Ooqia, except as provided in para. 391. 

389. Except in the case of boys enrolled in accordance with 
para. 391, no persons under .5 feet 6 inches in height in their 
stockings, or measuring less than 32 inches round the chest, will 
be enrolled in Artillery Volunteer Corps ; and no persona under 
5 feet 3 incbes in height, or measuring less than 32 inches round 
the chest, will he enrolled in other Volunteer Corps. 

390. The chest measurement of each Volunteer enrolled since 

^1st January 1876 will be entered opposite his name in the 
iHuater KoU of his Corps (W.O. Book 216). The measurement 
will be given in inches, and will be entered immediately under 
the record of the man's height, thus : CM. — inches. 

391. Boys of 12 years of age and upwards may, if the autho- 
rity of the Secretary of State be first obtained, be enrolled as 
Trumpeters, Buglers, or Bandsmen, or for the purpose of heing 
trained as such. The number of boys in excess of the Esta- 
blishment of Trumpeters or Buglers must not exceed two for each 
Company, and the number of boys acting as Bandsmen, or 
being trained as such, must not exceed 12 for each Corps. 

393. The apphcation for authority will, in the case of boys 
intended to be trained as Trumpeters or Buglers, state the number 
of Trumpeters or Buglers, and the number of boys being trained 
as such, already enrolled in the Corps. In the case of boys 
to be enrolled for the Band, the application wiU give the number 
of enrolled Volunteers serving as Bandsmen, — distinguishing men 
from boys under 17, — and also the number of boys being trained 
as Bandsmen. In all cases it must be stated whether the consent 
of the parents or guardians of the boys it is proposed to enrol 
has been obtained. 

393. Apprentices will not be enrolled without the consent of 
their masters. 

394. Men belonging to the Mihtia or Anny Reserve will not 
be eni'olled as Vohmteers, but any Out-Pensioner of Her Majesty's 
Regular Forces not heing an Enrolled Pensioner may be enrolled 

_ as a Volunteer, with the consent of the Staff Officer of Pen- 
rionera of the district in which the man resides. 
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395. The signature of a Volunteer to tlie Muster Roll of a 
Corps constitutes enrolment ; he should take the oath of allegiance 
(see sec. 6 Volunteer Act, 1S03) as soon after his enrolment 
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396. No member of a Volunteer Corps will be enrolled 
another Corps until he has legally ceased to be a Member of thi 
former Corps. 

397< Persons dismissed from a Volunteer Corps for misconduct 
win not in any case be enrolled in another Corps -without the 
special sanction of the Secrefcaiy of State. (See also para. 427.) 

398. The Commanding Officer of a Corps wiU give to any 
Volunteer who voluntarily quits it a Certificate of Dischai'ge, 
on W.O. Form 1G08, when requested to do so by such Volunteer. 
This Certificate will bear the signature either of the Commanding 
Officer or of the Adjutant. 

399. A number will be assigned to each Volunteer on his en- 
rolment, and will be entered against his name in the Muster Roll. 
A vacant number should never be filled up. When a Corps ia 
incorporated into another Corps the men wiil i-eceive fresh 
numbers, the old numbers and Corps being shown against thd] 
names in the Muster Roll, 

400. Enrolled Members are classed as Efficients or Ni 
efficients, 

401. A Volunteer, in order to be i-eckoned as an Effiraent, 
must obtain a Certificate of Efficiency, under the conditions pre- 
scribed in Her Majesty's Order in Council, dated 7th July 
1874 (see pages 184 to 191 of the Appendix). The Forma 
of Certificate of Efficiency will be found at pages 187 to 191, 
and particular attention should be paid to the regulations 
printed on the forms defining the number and nature of drills 
which must be attended and the number of Volunteers who 
must be present in order that such di'ill may be reckoned 
towai'ds efficiency. 

402. When a Volunteer attends the drills of another Corps 
under the provisions of clause 14 of Her Majesty's Order in 
Council (see p. 186 of the Appendix) the Commanding Officer 
or Adjutant will furnish him with a certificate of bia attend- 
ance, provided that the conditions laid down in the clause, that 
all the drills for the year are performed with the Corps, haa 
been complied with.

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SECTION 12.— HONORABT MEMBERS. 



DefinitioD. 



Status. 



408. Honorary Members are of two dasses : — 

I. Persons who contribute to the funds of a Corps but are 

not enrolled for service. 
II. Persons who have served as enrolled members and who, 
being willing to re-enrol, should occasion require their 
services, are placed on the list of Honorary Members, 
under the provisions of any rule of the Corps, made in 
accordance with Model Kule, No. 21, in Appendix, 
p. 199, without payment of subscription. 

Honoi'ary Members will not be included in the Muster Roll of 

the Corps to which they belong. 

409. They are not subject to military discipline, nor allowed 
to interfere with the military duties of the Corps ; but they may 
attend " plain clothes " drill when approved by the Commanding 
Officer. They are permitted to wear the uniform of privates of 
the Corps, with such distinguishing mark on the sleeve as may 
be sanctioned by the Commanding Officer, unless a special pro- 
vision to the contrary is contained in the authorised Bules of the 
Corps. They are not, under any circumstances, liable to be as- 
sembled for actual service, unless they join or rejoin as enrolled 
membei-s. 



SECTION 13,— BANDSMEN. 



I 



410. All Bandsmen present on parade in Volunteer unifoiin 
must be Enrolled Volunteers. 

411. If on any particular occasion it be found desirable for a 
Bandsman to attend a parade of a Corps other than that to 
which he belongs, there will he no objection to his doing so, nor 
to Ms wearing on such occasions the uniform of such Corps, pro- 
vided that the consent of his Commanding Officer shall have 
been first obtained. On such occasion the Parade State will 
show the number of Bandsmen belonging to other Corps. 

412. Bands of Volunteer Corps will not appear in uniform 
for any purpose without the consent of the Commanding Officers 
of theii" Corps. 

413. Only one Band will he allowed to appear with an Admi- 
nistrative Battalion at its Inspection. The number of Bands- 
men will not exceed three for each Company actually present. 
Any enrolled members of the Band in excess of the above 
numbers, except boys under 17 yeare of age euroDed under the 
provisions of para. 391 must appear in the i-anks. 

414. No Bands will be permitted to accompany Volunteer 
Corps when they encamp with Regular Forces and Militia at 
Camps of Exercise. At Standing Camps each Battalion may 
be accompanied by 12 Bandsmen. 

415. Bands will not he allowed to play in the immediate 
vicinity of places of public worship on Sunday. 

See also para. 777, which forbids Bands from playing during 
Gun Practice. 

416. Bandmasters and Bandsmen, of 17 yeai's of age and 
upwards, if they wish to qualify for Certificates of Efficiency, 
must do so according to the conditions of Her Majesty's Order 
in Council, dated the 7th July 187*, for members genei-ally, 
Their attendance as Bandsmen at a Brigade or Battalion Drill 
may be counted as attendance amongst the Battalion Drills 
required ; but not more than three Bandsmen for each Com- 
pany of those Companies actually on parade will be allowed to 
count such attendance. As regards boys under 17 years of age, 
see para, 406. 

417. Authorised ai'rangeraents of the National Anthem for 
the use of Bands, for reed and brass instruments respectively, 
have been published, and a copy of the arrangement applicable 
to each Corps has been supplied to it. Both arrangements may 
be played in combination when so required. 
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SECTION 14— DISCIPUKE AND OOMIIAOT. 
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418. Section 21 of the Volunteer Act, 18G3 (see Appendix, 
page 167), lays down thecoui-so to be observed as to tlie distnpline- 
of Volunteera while not on actual military service. 

419. Comraanding Officers will not assemble their Coips 
Drill or any other purpose between the issue of a Writ for ti 
election of a Member of Parliament, and the termination of tl 
election in any County or Borough in the neighbourhood of thei 
Head-quarters. 

420. Meetings will not be beld in Corps for the purpose of 
expressing an opinion upon the acts of a Commanding Officer, 
or of recommending him to take a particular course of action, 
nor will memorials be drawn up to the same effect ; and 
meetings, except those called together by or under the authoi 
of the Commanding Officer of a Corps, and on his responsibilif 
will be recognised. _ 

421. If any Volunteer has cause to think liimself aggrieved 
he will represent his case to his Captain ; any appeal against the 
decision of the Captain will be made through him to the Com- 
manding Officer, and any further appeal will be made through 
both these Officers to the General Officer Commanding the 
District. 

422. Members of Corps will not individually or colleetivel] 
attend political meetings, or join in public political discus^t 
or demon ati-ations, in uniform. 

423. Commissioned Officers and Seqeanta only are penniti 
to wear side-arms when off duty, and then only the authoi ' 
weapons of their respective ranl^. 

424. When Volunteers attend the meeting of an Artillery 
Rifle Association they will be careful on all occasions during 
such meeting to appear either in the authorised uniform of their 
Coi-ps or in purely civilian dress. The unsoldierlike appearance 
of Volunteers dressed partly in uniform, partly in civilian cosh 
tunie, brings discredit not only on themselves, but on the Foi 
to which they belong. 

425. Volunteers will not attend in uniform or with Qov< 
ment arms at Rifle Meetings out of the United Kingdom. 

426. The rales laid down in Section VI., paragraph 43, of the 
Queen's Regulations and Orders for the Ai'my, 1S73, with re- 
spect to Testimonials, apply to the Permanent Staff of the 
Volimtoer Force, Members of the Permanent Staff will be held 
responsible that they do not allow themselves to be compli- 
mented, either directly or indirectly, by presents or collect!' 
expressions of opinion from pereons who are serving or 
have served in the Corps or Regiment to which they ai"o or lia^ 
been attached, 
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Discipline and Command. Section 14. 

427. When a Volunteer has been dismissed for offences in Dismissal, 
uniform a notification of the fact, with the cause of dismissal, 

will be inserted in Regimental Orders. 

428. Volunteers in uniform will salute all Officers of the officers to be 
Regular and A.uxiliary Forces in uniform. saluted. 

429. When Volunteers belonging to one or more Corps are conimand of 
brought together under arms at Rifle Shooting Matches, or on Volunteers at 
other occasions, the Senior Officer present will be considered as S^f ^'^^"'^ 
in command of all the Volunteers upon the ground ; and, although ' 
his position in this respect does not involve any authority for his 
interference in the arrangements of the meeting, yet he is held 
responsible for the due maintenance of order and discipline 
amongst the Volunteers under arms. 
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SECTION 15— DUTIES IN AID OP THE CIVIL POWEE. 
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430. Her Majesty's subjects are bound, in case of the exis- 
tence of riots, to use all reasonable endeavours, according to the 
necessity of the occasion, to suppress and quell such riots. 
Members of the Volunteer Force are not exempted from this 
general obligation, and they may, in common with all other Her 
Majesty's subjects, be required by the Civil Authority to act as 
Special Constables for such purposes, but they must not when so 
acting appear in uniform. 

431. The Civil Authority is not in any case entitled to call 
upon or order Volunteers to act as a Military Body in the preser- 
vation of the peace. 

432. In cases of riots and disturbances not amounting to 
insurrection, and not having for their object the commission of 
felonious acts or the subversion of the Civil Government, mem- 
bers of the Volunteer Force, if employed as Special Constables, 
should be armed with the ordinary constable's staff. 

433. In cases of serious and dangerous riots and disturbances 
the Civil Authority may require Her Majesty's subjects generally, 
including members of the Volunteer Force, to arm themselves 
with and use other weapons suitable to the occasion ; and such 
other weapons may be used accordingly by members of the 
Volunteer Force, according to the necessity of the occasion. 

434. In the event of an attack upon their storehouses or 
Armouries, members of the Volunteer Force may combine and 
avail themselves of their organization to repel such attack, and 
to defend such Storehouses and Armouries, and for such purposes 
may, if the necessity of the occasion require it, use arms. 




SECTION 16.— HONOURS, SALUTES, AlTD DECORATIONS. 



435. A Guard of Honour or Escort may be provided ss a Gunrda of 
matter of course for a member of the Royal Family, or for the E°''rt^ ^* 
Lord-Lieutenaat of the County on arrival in the neighbourhood 

of the Head- Quarters of a Regiment or Corps, and, if provided, 

>a report will be made to the General Officer Commanding the 
District by the Commanding Officer ; but in no other case will 
any body of Voluntoei's take part in any public procession or 
ceremony, or form a guard of honour, without the special 
authority of the General Officer Commanding the District. 
{See also para. 927.) 

436. At a Review, Brigade Field Day, or Inspection of only Sainte at 

I Militia and Volunteer Forces of any County, the Lord-Lieutenant Heviewa, &o.. I 
of the County will, if present in uniform, be entitled to the 
aalute on coming oa to the ground, as well as at the marching 
past ; but the military command will be exclusively in the hands 
of the Officer in Command, who will give the order for the 
salute, and march i>ast at the Head of the Troops. In the case 
of Reviews or Brigade Field Days of Auxiliary Forces of different 
Counties, or of Regular, Auxiliary, and Reserve Forces combined, 
the Senior Officer present will take the salute. 

4S7. No salute will be fired by the members of any Ad- Authority 
ministrative Brigade or Corps of Artillery Volunteers, as such, ^[■f^'"''^''? 
without proper authoiity having been previously obtained for 
Buch salute. 
^^ 438. Application for permission to lire a salute will be made 
^^Lihrough the Officer Commanding the Auxiliary Artillery in the 
^^^^ub-District ; and the application will be submitted by the 
^^FOeneral Officer Commanding the District for the sanction of the 
Secretary of State. (See also para. 928.) 

439. When the Secretary of State's approval has been ob- 
tained, the requisite directions will be given for firing the aalute 
with service guns and ammunition, under the orders of the 
General Officer Commanding the District. 

440. Medals and Decorations given by the Queen, or by a Medals uod 

foreign Sovereign- — the acceptance having been sanctioned by DccomtionB, 

^^^Her Majesty^will be worn on the left breast Medals awarded ' 

^^by a Society for bravery in saving human life will be worn on 
^^Rhe right breast. No other Medals or decorations will be worn 
^^ijy Volunteers in uniform ; this regulation is, however, not in- 
tended to apply to authoi'ieed prize shooting badges to be worn 
on the arm. 

441. No Decoration or Medal given by a Foreign Sovereign 
may be worn imless Her Majesty's permission to accept and 
wear it has been granted. The Regulations issued by the 
Foreign Office, regarding Foreign Orders and Medals, will be 

Tetiictly adhered to. 




SECTION 17.— COUBTS OF INQUIRY. 



442. A Coiiit of Inquiry is not a judicial body ; it has 
power to administer an oath. It is to be considered aa a Boi 
of which the Secretary of State, or an Officer in Command 
a Coi-pa, may make uao to assist him in arriving at a correct 
concluaion on any subject upon which it may he expedient for 
him to institute an inquiry. 

443. The Commanding Officer of an Administrative Regiment 
may also assenible a Court ol" Inquiry, to investigate any matter 
with which he haa himself the power of dealing. 

444. If it is found necessary to cause the conduct of an Officer 
to be investigated by a Court of Inquiry, the Secretary of State's 
authority for convening the Court must be obtained through the 
General Officer Commanding the District ; and the Court, in stu ' 
a case, must be composed of Officers of the Volunteer Foi 
within the county to which the Officer's Corps belong 

445. The duties of a Court of Inquiry depend on the in- 
structiona which the convening authority may think proper to 
give. It toay either he employed merely in collecting and arrang- 
ing evidence, or it may, in addition, be directed to give an opinion 
as to the facts established by that evidence, hut it haa no power 
to pronounce any judgment as to the course to he taken by the 
convening authority in dealing with those facts. 

446. When facte connected with the conduct of an individual 
are submitted to the investigation of a Court of Inquiry, the 
instructions for the giaidanco of the Court \vill be sufficiently 
specific, as regards matter, names, dates, and places, to convey 
cleai-ly to the Court the nature of the subject into which it is 
appointed to inquire, and also to enahle the person whose 
conduct is called in question to know what he has to answer. 

447. It rests with the authority who orders the assembly of & 
Court of Inquiry to decide whether it shall be open or close. 

448. All evidence taken hy a Court of Inquiry will be recorded 
as nearly as possible in the words of the witness, and in the ordi 
in which it is received. 

449. The proceedings, when closed, will be signed by the Pi 
sident and Members, after which they will he ibrwarded by ' 
President to the convening authority. 

450. A Court of Inquiry may be re-assembled as often as 
superior authority may deem necessary, and on every occat 
of its meeting it is competent to receive and recoi-d nei 
evidence. 
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SECTION 18.— BULES FOB UANAGEMEKT OF PR0F£RT7, &c. 



F' 451. In order to give legal force to the Eules proposed by a 
Volunteer Corps lor the management of its property, finances, 
and civil affairs, they must be approved at a General Meeting of 
the Officers and other memhers of the Coi-ps, and submitted by 
the Commanding Officer to the Secretary of State for the 
approval of Her Majesty, in a letter addressed direct to the 
Under-Secretary of State, War Office, London, S.W. 

452. In the case of an Administrative Regiment the Draft 
Rides will be forwarded through the Officer Commanding such 
Regiment. 

453. A Model set of Rules ia given in the Appendix, pages 198 
and 199 for the guidance of Corps in drawing up their Rules, but 
the Secretary of State will not object to consider any set of Rules 
drawn up in a diffei-ent manner, which may be duly submitted 
to him for Her Majesty's approval. 

454. Rules of Volunteer Corps which are to be forwarded to 
the Secretary of State for submission to Her Majesty must be 
piinted, and three copies must be transmitted, two copies being 
intended for retention at the War Office, the third to be returned 
to the Corps with any alterations that may be required. 

455. In forwarding copies of Rules or amended Rules for 
approval, Commanding Officers will state the date on which such 
Rules or amended Rules have been submitted to and approved 
by the Officers and other members at a General Meeting of the 
Corps. 

456. Any Rules or amended Rules submitted for the approval 
of Her Majesty must contain provisions for the appointment of 
a Finance Committee, consisting of not less than three members, 
Iwsides the Commanding Officer, 

457. The Rules must state what persons are eligible to be 
Members of the Committee, jmd whether the Members are to be 
appointed by the Commanding Officer or elected by the Corps ; 
also the number of persons of whom the Committee is to consist, 
and how many are to form a quorum. 

458. The Rules must prescribe in wliat month the annual 
appointment of the Finance Committee shall take place. Such 
month must not be one of those from November to April, both 
inclusive. 

459. An Administrative Regiment cannot have Rules having 
legal force under Act of Parliament distinct from those of the 
several Corps of which it is composed. 
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SECTION 19.— STORES. 
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I.-OEHEKAI. SVIiES. 

460. The Commanding Officer of a Volunteer'Corps is respon- 
sible to the Secretary of State for all the Stores which are supplied 
by Government for the use of the Corps. The Officer Commanding 
an Administrative Regiment ia responsible for the equipment of 
the Regiment under his command, in the same way as Officers 
in command of Regiments of the Regular Forces ; the several 
Commanding Officei-a of Corps being responsible to him for the 
proper custody and preservation of the arms and stores entrusted 
to their care, and bein<; liable to make good any loss by damage 
or deficiencies. 

461. Officers Commanding Administrative Regiments orCorpa 
of Volunteers will mate, or cause to be made for their infoi'ma- 
tioD, frequent inspections of the whole of the equipment of the 
men imder their command, and when any defects are discovered 
therein, they will at once see that they are remedied, 

462. Officers on assuming command will, except in the case 
of the absence on leave of the senior Officer, ascertain either by 
personal inspection or hy the inspection of Officers acting under 
their authority, the actual state of the equipment given over, 
satisfying themselves that the articles agree in condition and 
quantity with those charged in the Equipment ledgers. They 
will further satisfy themselves that all the equipment ia properly 
appropriated, that it is in a thoroughly serviceable condition, and 
complete in all details, that it is under proper protection, and in all 
respects in accordance with the orders of the Secretary of State, 

463. An Officer on assuming command will fonvard to tho 
General Officer Commanding the District in which the Regiment, 
Brigade, Battalion, or Corps is located, a certificate in duplicate 
signed by himself and the Officer giving over command, or his 
representative, as to the state of the equipments, 

464. Should the actual stock not agi'ee with the ledger 
charge, or should any discropanciea be found to exist, a rejmrt 
will be made through the General Officer Commanding to the 
Secretary of State, accompanied by a list showing the articleaJI 
deficient or surplus, as well as any explanations that can be givi ' 
to account for the same. 

465. One co]>y of the certificate will he transmitted by i 
General Officer to the Secretary of State, and tho duplic 
returned to the Officer assmning command, to accompany ; 
Annunl Equipment Accounts; he will then he undei'stood i 
have admitted the acciiracy of his predecessor's accounts, > 
will ha held i>ersonatly responsible for any discrepancies wlik 
may subsequently be discovered. 

466. When a difference of opinion exists between Comtiiai 
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ing Officers on a change of command, or on the occasion of any 
ti-anafer of equipment, as to the state, quantity, or description of

477. The description of Arms at present supplied to .

479. All Arms issued to a Volunteer Corps remain the pro-

Officers will caQtion tlie Volunteers under their cc 
any neglect in this respect may be attended with danger to 
themselves, and will impair the accuracy of tlie weapon. 

486. The locks of the rifles, when in use, will be taken to 
pieces and thoroughly cleaned and oiled at least once every two 
months by properly qualified persons. In wet weather the rifles 
will invariably be cleaned immediately after use, Rangoon oil can 
beobtained on prepaymentfrom the local Conimissaryof Ordnance. 

487. Volunteers most not, under any circumstances, tamper 
i, with their rifles ; and any rifles which on inspection may be 
"^ found to have had their locks or any other parts improperly 

altered, will be at once returned iato store, and repaired at t1 
expense of the Corps. 

468. On the examination of Arms returned into store b^ 
Volunteer Corps, the Stocks of the Rifles have, in several in- 
stances, been found damaged by having had boles bored and lead 
insexted in them. Commanding Officers are therefore requested 
to call the special attention of the Volunteers under their com-

493. The Arms of a Corps will be marked by the OrdnancQ 
Store Department previously to their issue. The requisition in 
which the Arms are demanded will state the numbers to 
engraved on them. 

494. In the event of a Corps being amalgamated with another, 
the Arms will be re-marked by the War Department on the nest 
occasion of their being sent for re-browning, a memorandum 
being forwarded with them stating the numbers to be engraved, 

495. Such number of the Serjeant-Instructors, to be selected 
by the Commanding Officer of the Administrative Regiment or 
Corps, as may be fixed in each case by the Secretary of State, 
having regard to tlie number of separate armouries, and the other 
circumstances of the Regiment, will be required to go through a 
course of instruction at the Royal Small-Arms Establishment, 
Birmingham, which will ordinarily occupy about 10 days. On 
the satisfactory completion of their course, they will receive certifi- 
cates as certified Armourers. [See also paras. 225-227, and 259.) 

496. The duties of a certified Armourer will be to examine 
thoroughly every arm in his charge once every three months ; to 
keep a record of the condition of the Aitqs ; to make detailed 
reports to the Commanding Officer of the Administrative 
Regiment or Coi-ps, who will he held responsible that the 
duties of the Armourer arc properly performed ; and to execute 
Buch minor repairs as are laid down in the code of instructions he 
will receive at Birmingham. A certified Armourer will receive 
a payment of Id. for each arm in possession of the Corps and 
inspected by him, payable annually, the payment to be con- 
ditional on a certificate signed by the Commanding Officer that 
the duty has been satisfactorily performed. This payment will 
not be allowed in any year in which a Government Viewer may 
report the state of the Arms to be unsatisfactory. 

497. The payment for the inspection and repair of Arms 
under the preceding paragraph will be charged in the accotmts of 
Adjutants of Volunteers, under the head of " Inspection and 
Repair of Anns." These charges will be made in the Accounts 
for the half-year ending 30th September, and will be supported 
by proof of payment, and by certificates from the Commissary- 
General, Royal Arsenaj, Woolwich, speciiying the number of arms 
in charge of the Administrative Regiment or Corps ; also by certi- 
ficates from the Officer Commanding the Regiment or Corps stating 
that the duties of the certified Armourers have been performed 
to bis satisfaction. The allowance may be paid to the armourers 

^«8 soon as the certificate from Woolwich has been received. 

A mandril guide and extractor wrench will be issued 
for the use of every certified Armourer at the public expense, 
and will be accounted for in the same way as the Arms.

506. When the Commanding Officer of a Volunteer Corps is 
about to send arms for repair or rebrowning, he will make appli- 
cation to the Assistant Superintendent, Royal Small-Arms 
Establishment, BiiToingham, requesting to Jbe informed when 
that Officer will be prepai'ed to receive them^ stating also the 
number about to be sent. In the case of a Volunteer Corps form- 
ing part of an Administrative Regiment, the application will be 
forwarded through the Officer Commanding the Regiment.

512. As soon as arms sent to Birmingham for repairs or r 
browning have been examined, and the extent of the rept ' 
chargeable against a Regiment or Corps ascertained, a claim i __ 
be transmitted to the Officer Commanding, with instructions aa 
to the payment of the amomit. 

513. This claim will be sent back, with the remittance, to the 
Asaistant Superintendent, Royal Small-Anns Establishment, Bir- 
mingham, who will cause it to be receipted and returned. The 
arms will be returned as soon as the repairs ai'e completed. 

514. The Small- Arms Establishment, Birmingham, will supply

595. This account will be balanced up to the 31st March in| 
each year and will be sent direct to tlie Commissary-General,' 
Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, supported by the necessary vouchers, 
not later than 30th April in each year. In the event of any 
delay beyond the 30th of April, the Commissary-General ■will 
apply to the Officer Commanding for the Accounts, reporting 
the circumstances, if necessaiy, to the War Office. 

596. Officers Commanding Administrative Regiments in render- 
ing their Equipment Ledgers to the Commissary -Geneml, Royal 
Arsenal, Woolwich, will enclose with the accompanying vouchei ' 
a detailed statement of the Arms and other stores in possessic 
of each Corps forming pai-t of the Administrative Regiment.

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SECTION 20.— CLOTHINQ, ACCOIJTEEMENTS, AND 
PTJKNITUEE. 



607. As all Adminbtralive Battalions and Corps 
Volunteers now form part of tlie Brigades of the Infantry Sub- 
Diatricta in which they are located, any applications from such 
Battalions or Corps for permission to change the colour of their 
uniform to that of eithei' of the Line Battalions of the Brigade, 
will be favourably considered. No Corps will, however, be com- 
pelled to adopt uniform of a different colour from that now worn, 
except in the ease of those Administrative Regiments in which 
the several Coips are not clothed alike. 

608. Where a difference exists in the clothing or appoint- 
ments of the Corps composing an Administrative Regiment, all 
the Corps will be required to conform to the approved patterns 
before the 1st April 1S79, in the case of Administrative Regi- 
ments existing in 1874, and in cases of Administrative Union of 
Corps since the last-mentioned year, within 5 years &om the date 
of such union. 

609. With the exception of the changes referred to in the 
foregoing paragraph, no alteration of the colouJ' of the uniform of 
a Volunteer Corps will be permitted, except for the purpose of 
asfflmilation to one of the Line Regiments of its Sub-district 
Brigade. 

610. When a Corps or Administrative Regiment of Rifle 
Volunteers is permitted to adopt a scarlet tunic or patrol jacket, 
the facings which will be authorised will be similar to those of 
the Infantry Militia Regiment of the county. Should there be 
more than one such MiUtia Regiment belonging to the county, 
and should a diversity exist in the facings of the respecU' 
Regiments, the Commanding Officer will refer to the Secrel 
of State as to which of those facings should be adopted for 
Administrative Regiment or Coips of Volunteers concerned, 

611. In the event of any Coips of Light Horse or Moual 
Rifle Vohinteers applying for authority to change its uniform, 

f""- scarlet will be the colour authorised to be worn. 

612. In order that the several arms of the Volunteer Force 
may be distinguished from corresponding arms of the Regular 
Forces and Militia, the following rules will he observed ; —

(f.) That the provisions for the appointment of a Finan( 
Committee have been strictly carried out. 

(d.) That three Members of aueh Committee (giving tht 
names) have been selected by the Commanding Offii 
to roceivo jointly with him issues of Capitation Alloi 
ancoa. 

(e.) That tho Commanding Officer and the three other meml 

of the Finance Committee appointed to receive with 
him the iwiucs of Capitation Allowances have under- 
takfti to pi-oduce annually at a General Meeting of tho 
Corjw an nooiirat* account of the receipt, expenditure 
and Iwlniiw of tlio moneys entrusted to them, and that 
Mich Ai-coiiiit was prrHJueod at a General Meeting of the 
CorjM lu'hl within tlu' preceding 12 months. 

704. Ifbotwecn tlio Ut Nowmber and the date of issue of 
the cnpitnliou allowancoa any one ofihe tliree Members re- 
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ferred to in paragraph 703 (d).^ shall have ceased to be a 
Member of the Finance Committee, the Commanding Officer 
will report the fact to the Under Secretary of State, War Office, 
at the same time submitting the name of another Member of 
such Committee, specifying the date on which he was, in ac- 
cordance with the approved rules of the Corps, appointed or 
elected to be a member of the Finance Committee. 

705. The Capitation Allowances should be paid into a Mode of dis- 
Bank to the joint account of the Commanding Officer and the ^^^^g aUow- 
three Members appointed to receive the allowances. The fund ^^^* 

will then be disbursed by cheques signed by the Commanding 
Officer and the three Members, or by such of their number (not 
less than two) as they four may conjointly empower to draw 
cheques. 

706, No account of the expenditure of the foregoing Allow- No account re- 
ances will be required to be rendered to the War Office. quired. 
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707. The travelling expenses of Adjutants of Volunteers 
when employed on any of the under-mentioned duties in con^ 
nexion with the Volunteer Force, will be defrayed by the public, 
subject to the limitation iu para. 713 : — 

(a.) When visits are ordered to out-lying corps or companies 
for drill, gun practice, or class firing, or to Cadet Oorpa 
attached under "War Office authority, 

(b.) When attending Battalion Drill. 

(c.) „ Brigade Drill. 

(d.) „ Gim Practice. 

(e.) „ . Efigiuiental Camps of Instruction, 

(f.) „ before a Medical Board on public grounds. 

Ig.) When transferred from one Adjutancy to another for' 
the convenience of the service. 

(h.) When required to inspect ranges. (In the case of 
inspection of a second range for a corps, the cost of 
inspection will be recovered by the War Office from 
the Corps concerned.) 

708. When, under exceptional circumstances, an Adjutant is 
allowed by the Secretary of State to live away from Head- 
Quartcrs, no extra expense for travelling thereby incurred will 
be admissible as a charge against the public. 

709. The expenses of an Adjutant in inspecting sites fo 
Regimental Camps, and in attending reviews, will be paid { 
of the Capitation allowances of the Administrative Regiment 
Corps to which he belongs. 

710. An Adjutant will defray his own expenses when trai 
ferred from one Adjutancy to another at his own request, am 
when required to attend medical boards assembled on hi 
personal application for sick leave, or for retirement uud( 
para, 143 of these Regulations, 

711. The regulations iu regard to the travelling expenses 
Officers on appointment as Adjutants from full pay of the Aim^ 
are given in clause 117, Army Circulars, 1S73. 

712. Officers on the Half-Pay List when nominated to 
Adjutanciea will defray their own travelling expenses on pro- 
ceeding to any military station for examination and on joining 
tlieir Corps. 

713. An Adjutant in receipt of forage, or of an allowance 
in lieu thereof, will uot be granted ti-avelUng expenses for 
journeys not exceeding a distance of 10 miles from aia statioi 
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unless he shall be prevented from returning to bis station the 
.'same day. In such case a statement of the circumstances which 
prevent his so returning must be furnished. 

714. As only the actual cost of the conveyance of an Adjutant DetaEled u 
tiaveiling on the public service is admissible, he will keep an '^°""* "^ " 
accurate account thereof. When public conveyances are resorted I'^^^'^qnl™ 
to, the description of conveyance used wij] be given in the 
travelling claim: the places from and to which the Adjutant 
proceeded, the distances travelled, and the dates of departure and 
arrival, will also be shown. 

715. The expenses for each conveyance, whether by railway, Mode of ae- 
steam-boat, coiicb, omnibus, cab, car, fly, or boat, will be shown '^o'""™B *''» 
separately on the Travelling Claim, and in sequence as they '^^P^"^'^'' 
were incurred ; the sums charged being subject to alteration, 
should they exceed the established fares. Booking fees, and 
fees to railway porters, ai-e inadmissible as charges against the 
pubhc. Cloak room charges will be allowed when a saving of 
cab hire can thereby be effected. 

716. When proceeding by railway, and returning to liis Roiurn tick 
station the same day, or within a period for which return tickets 
are iasued, an Adjutant will take such tickets when practicable, 
provided the cost be less than 2d. a mile. 

717. Officei-s cannot claim a ticket by tlie " limited mail " " ^.™''e^ 
trains. If they select those trains to travel by, the extra cost "" ' 
of the ticket will not be admitted aa a charge against the 
pubUc. 

718. Second-class fare, when actually paid, may be charged Fare for 
for civilian servants, when travelhng at the pubUc expense, under ^'"'iMiier™ 
para. 731. 

719. Should the ordinary railway fares paid by the public GoTBrnment 
exceed the Government rate of 2rf. a mile. Officers travelling on ''"'* byraaway, 
doty at the public expense, will claim conveyance at that rate, ■ 
and will be prepared to produce, at the request of the Company's ^| 
Agent, the order under which they are proceeding. When the ^| 
fare is less than 2d. a mite, only the actual fare will be charged ' ^B 
by the Officer. 

720. Carriage and cab hire, except as sanctioned in para. 733, Carriage and 
will not be allowed when railway or other ordinary public convey- "*'* '■''*■ 
ance is available, unless the claim be supported by a statement 
showing the necessity for resorting to such conveyance. 

721. Charges for carriage hire (other tban ordinary cab hire), 
or for any unusual expenditure, will be supported by a statement 
of the circumstances which rendered such expenditure necessaiy, 
and by receipted vouchers. In cases where it may be impracti- 
cable to obtain receipted vouchers, the reason for not annexing 
them must be explained on the Travelling Claim. 

722. The hire of a cab between residence and railway or 
ateam-boat stations will be allowed if the Adjutant has to t ' 
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baggage with Iiim. Such charges must be supported bj a 
atatement of the distance driven. 

723. An Adjutant travelling at the public expense on transfer 
from one Administrative Regiment or Corps to another, will be 
allowed the cost incurred for the conveyance of 14 cwt. of 
baggage, less the quantity carried free by railway or other 
conveyance. Charges for the conveyance of baggage will be 
supported by receipted voucher's, in which will be shown the 
iictiial weight when the baggage is conveyed by land, and ita 
cubic measurement when conveyed by water ; otherwise the 
charges caanot be admitted. 

724. Wlien an Adjutant is not required to take his heavy 
baggage, no cliarge for conveyance of baggage will be admitted- 
against the public. 

725. Pei-sonal allowance at the rate of 10s. a daj- will be 
granted to an Adjutant for every complete day and night he 
may be necessarily absent on duty from his residence, except 
under the circumstances mentioned in para. 729. 

726. An Adjutant quitting and retm-ning to his station on 
the same day, provided he shall proceed beyond a radius of 10 
miles from his station, will receive an allowance of oa. Whenever 
the distance of 10 miles is mentioned, with refei'ence to personal 
allowance, it must be understood to mean the radius. 

727. For the last day of a journey, an Adjutant will be 
allowed, irrespective of the distance travelled, half the rate of 
personal allowance sanctioned by para. 725. 

728. When an Adjutant is detained on duties other than 
those specified in para. 729 for more than seven consecutive 
days at any one place, exclusive of the days of proceeding to and 
departing from such place, he will, after the seventh day, receive 
the half rate of personal allowance only. No personal allowance 
on account of detention at one place will be issued for more than 
15 consecutive days without the previous sanction of the 
Secretary of State, on a representation in each case showing the 
necessity for prolonging the duty on which the Officer was 
engaged. 

729. When an Adjutant proceeds to the School of Gunnery, 
or School of Musketry, by order of the Secretary of State, for 
the purpose of receiving instruction, or is with hia Corps 
in a Regimental Camp of Instruction, he will he granted an 
allowance of five shillings a-day during the period of instruction, 
or residence in camp. If provided with quarters, fiiel and light, 
at a School of Gunnery or Musketry, a deduction of 2s. 3d. & day 
will be made. 

730. Personal allowance will not be issued to Officers march- 
ing with Troops in Flying Columns, in Camps of Mancewvre, or 
when rations are supplied on the march by the CommlBsartat 
Department. Adjutants acting as Camp Adjutants at the Meet- 
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inga of the National Artillery and National Rifle ABsociations 
at Shoeburynesa and Wimbledon are not entitled to personal 
allowance. 

731. An Adjutant proceeding on teunrorary duty which Travelling 
requires him to he mounted, and in respect of which he is ^'P^^s^s tot' 
entitled to travelling expenses for himself and his horse, will be 
allowed travelling expenses for one groom. 

732. In the case mentioned in para. 731, but not other- Alloiranoe 
wise, an Adjutant will also be allowed 43. a day on account of '''J^, " '^' 
the Civilian servant actually accompanying him ; but 2s. only 

will be allowed for the last day of a journey, or when the 
Adjutant quits and returns to his station on the name day. No 
9ucb allowance is admissible for a servant in camp. 

733. When the Adjutant is travelling with hia horse he will Trarelling 
be reimbui-sed the livery expenses necessarily incurred, leas the ""* '"'""■ 
authorised forage allowance. No such allowance is however 
admissible during encampment. 

734. Claims for repayment of travelling expenses will be CUims. 
forwarded through the Commanding Officer to the War Office, 
quarterly, on War Office Form 1071. Any deviation from this 

rule must be accompanied bj' a satisfactory explanation of the 
caQse of delay ; otherwise the claim will not be considered. 
No claim will be considered, unless made within one year from 
the date of the journey charged for. 



735. Officers of the Volunteer Force, travelling on Military 2^,^^^' 
duty other than that of the particular Regiment or Corps to aooal aUow- 
whieli they belong, will, when entitled to travelling expenses, "°''*- 

be granted a Personal Allowance at the following rates, for every

736. The issue of the above rates will be regulated by the itegulaied b

737. Personal Allowance will not be issued on account of '"."''; 
detention at one place for more than seven consecutive days, '^'°""*^''°^' 
unless the period be extended by the authority of the Seci-etary 
of State, on a representation in each case showing the neces- 
sity for prolonging the duty on which the Officer had been 
engaged. 

738. For the first and last days of a journey, or when the Half 
Officer quits and returns to his quarters the same day, only half 
the rate of Pei-sonal Allowance will be issued, and then, on!y 
provided that the distance travelled be not less than ten miles 
from the Officer's quarters. 
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739. When the General Officer CommaiHliiig a District wishes 
to hold a Beview or Brigade Drill of Auxiliary Forces, or of 
Regular and Aniiliary Forces, at which no expense to the public 
will be incurred >>eyond that for the Brigade Drill allowaoce 
onder para. 749, or for the empluyment of Officers of the Regnlar 
Forcea, or of Staff Officers of Pensioners, or Adjutants of Auxiliary 
Forces, employed as Brigade Majore, in the aaUiorised proportiona, 
he will make the necessary arrangements with the Officers Com- 
manding the various Corps. 

740. Officers Commanding Regiments or Corps of VolnnteerB 
about to take part in a Review or Brigade DriU, will, not less 
than one week prior to the date on which it is proposed to be 
held, send to the General Officer Commanding their District 
returns (on "W.O.Form 162P), showing the number of officers and 
men who will probably attend. 

741. Wlien Officers Commanding Regiments or Corps wish to 
initiate a Review or Brigade Drill, the Senior Commanding 
Officer will notify their wisli to the General Officer Commanding 
the District, who, if he approves, will proceed, as laid down in 
paras. 739 and 740. 

742. In the case of an Administrative Raiment of TolunteerB, 
the Officer Commanding will make a Return for the whole 
Regiment, and the General Officer Commanding the District will 
correspond with the Officer Commanding the Administrative 
Regiment, and not with Officers Commanding the several Corps 
composing it. 

743. Volunteer Brigadiers will be at liberty to appoint their 
own Aides-de-Camps, but no travelling expenses on their account; 
will be admitted as a charge against the public. i 

744. Should the General Officer Commanding think it desir-] 
able that the Report of the Commanding Officer on a Field-! 
day be made known to the Volunteer Force in the District, 
he will do so through the Senior Officer of the Force, or in 
General Orders or otherwise, adding any comtnents he may wish 
to make. 

745. General Officers Commanding Districts will forward to 
the War Office reports upon all Reviews of Volunteers, or of 
Volunteer and other Forces combined, when the Force confliate 
of more than one Bi-igade. 

746. Rifle Volunteer Corps will attend once during the year a 
special drill for Brigade Instruction at a time and place fixed hy, 
the General Officer Commanding the District, after communit 
tioB with the Commanding Officers concerned.

SECTION 24— COMPANY AHD BATTALION DRILL, AND 
MARCHING OUT. 



754. Company Drills will be ordered by the Officers Com- DHlla to bo 
maiidmg Corps, and Battiilion Drills by Officers Commanding ordered ij 
Corps or Administrative Eegiments, as the ease may be. In Qft^g"^"*^ | 
a Garrison Town, notice of the dates fixed for Battalion Drills 
will be given by Commanding Officers to the Officer Com- 
manding the Garrison. 

755. Commanding Officers will determine what drill is to 
tftke place, and who is to diill at certain parades. If the Com- 
manding Officer is not present, the Officer in temporaiy command 
will carry out his arrangements. It is competent to the Officer 
Commanding on parade to direct any Officer to assume the 
command for the purpose of manceuvring the Battalion, thongh 
other Officers senior to him be present. 

[See Regulations on Form of Certificate of efficiency (Appendix Drille recti 
pp. 187 to 191) as regards conditions under which drills may '"Sf""""*^ - 
reckon towards efficiency under Her Majesty's Order in Council.] * """^^' 

756. When the Adjutant proceeds to a Company Drill he will AiijutRnt's 
take with him a copy'of the muster-roll of the Company. Tlie p^^y'^^u' 
i-oU will be called over in his presence, and the names of the 
Volunteers present will be checked by him. He will in like 
manner be furnished with a roll of recruits, and will examine 
them in squad drill, rifle exercise, and company di'ilL These 
rolia will be submitted to the Inspecting Officer at the annual 
inspection. 

757. The Adjutant will make a note of the names of those 
Volunteers present whom he may find rLualified in knowledge 
of drill for cei'tificates of efficiency in accordance with the 
provisions of Her Majesty's Order in Council. In the event of 
any Volunteer not satisfying the Adjutant as to his knowledge 
of drill, he will not be granted a certificate of efficiency unless 
he is seen again by the Adjutant at a later visit, and then con- 
sidered by him duly qualified. The Adjutant will not sign a 
certificate of efficiency for any Volunteer whom he has not during 
the year seen at drill and considered qualified. 

758. He will personally drill the Company in the capacity of 
Drill Instructor, during a portion of the period of drill. The 
Company Officers junior to the Adjutant will fall in for instruc- 
tion as a matter of course. As Officers and Serjeants should 
have an opportunity of drilling in his presence, the Adjutant 
ebould also, during part of the time, hand over the Company to 
one or more of them, he being present as Instructor. 

759. Volunteers ai-e required to attend Drill in uniform at the whenui 
Adjutant's visits to outlying Corps of Administrative Regiments, 's w be worn. J 
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but not, unless ordered to do so, at their own Officers' or at t1 
Seijeant-Instructor's Drills, or at target practice. 

760. The Field OfiBcer Cominanding an Administrative Regi- 
mont will, with a view to suit local convenience, arrange with 
the Officers Commanding Corps, some time in advance, the days 
on which the Adjutant will visit each Corps, 

761. When the Adjutant visits outlying Coips of Administ 
tive Regiments, Officers and Non-commissioned Officers of C( 
will make a point of being present. All men who are in uniic 
at the place of assembly will fall in as a matter of course. 

762. It is the duty of Adjutants of Administrative B^mt 
to inspect the anus of the several corps at their visits. 

763. The Officer Commanding an Administrative BattaJi 
will, if he considers it more convenient and less expensi^ 
assemble the Corps by Half-Battalions. 

764. The object of Battalion Drill is chiefly to practice 
Officers and Serjeants in Battalion Movements. Officers and 
Non-commissioned Ofiicers will, therefore, make a point of being 
present, if possible, at Battalion Drill. 

EiKtalion keep- 765. No preliminary sanction is required from the Gener^ 

megroand Officer Commanding when one Battalion of Volunteers keeps: 

the ground while another is being drilled or inspected. 

766. Except for the purpose of attending a Review or Bri- 
gade Drill (see Section 23), a Volunteer Coi-ps must not quit, as a 
military body, the district to which it belongs, unless the Officer 
Commanding has previously obtained the sanction of the General 
Officers Commanding both Districts concerned. 

767. Whenever Volunteers desire to visit any Garrison or 
Camp as a military body, application will be made by the Offic 
Commanding to the General Officer Commanding his Distrit 
who will, if he approves, inform the Officer in Conunand of 
Garrison or Camp of the intended an-angement, 

768. Upon all occasions of entering a Garrison or Camp, the 
Officer in Command of Volunteei-s will duly report his arrival to 
the General Officer, and at the same time furnish him with & 
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769. "When the service of an Artillery Volunteer Corps hag Batie 
been accepted, and there are no meana of providing for the drill o 
and practice of the Corps in existing Batteries, the terms on 
which the Secretary of State will assist in the construction of 
Batteries are as follow : — 

(a.) The sites will be provided by the Volunteers, and held 
on lease to the Officer Comraanding the Corps, for a 
term of not leas than seven yeai-s ; in the event of the 
lease not being renewed, the guns and Government 
stores will be witlidrawn. 

(i.) Wben earthworks are required, they will be "thrown up 
by the Volunteers, or at the cost of the Corps. 

(c.) Accommodation for a resident Gunner, to take charge of 
the Battery, will, unless nnder exceptional circumstances, 
be provided by the Volunteers. 
' (d.) Platforms, side-arm sheds, and expense magazines, are 
provided by Government, but the Volunteers are re- 
quired to bear the expense of keeping them in repair. 

(e.) No final arrangements will be made by a Corps foi' pro- 
viding a site until the place selected has been approved 
by the Secretary of Sbite, a plan of the proposed site 
having first been submitted to the War Office. 

t/i) When permanent structures, the cost of which exceeds 
1001., are provided at the public expense, the site, if so 
required, will be surrendered to the Secretary of State 
for at least twenty-one years. 

770. At places where the Government magazines do not MagaziuL's. 
■isfford accommodation for the storage of made-up Gun Ammu- 
nition, tie Corps \vill be required to provide magazines for its 
safe keeping. 

771. If the construction of any existing magazine is not in Lig'i'ning 
strict accordance with plans approved by the Secretary of State, Magazinfs. 
the magazine must be provided with an approved lightning 
conductor at the expense of the Corps. 

772. Where no Guns are available on permanent works, Guns Guns, 
ai'e issued for the instruction of Artillery Volunteers, as laid down 

in para. 521. 

773. No gun practice of Artillery Volunteers will be carried Superinten- 
on except under the superintendence of an Officer of the Royal praoi^i^e, '™ 
Artillery, an Adjutant of Artillery Volunteers, or an Officer of 
Artillery Volunteei-s specially authorised by the Secretaiy of State 

to superintend gim practice. A certificate of proficiency from a 
School of Instruction does not entitle an Officer to superintend 
gim practice. 
■ J 2 
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774. 'L'he travelling expenses of Serjeant Instructors detailed 
to attend heavy gun practice must be defrayed out of the 
Capitation Allowaneea of the Corps concerned. See also Para. 
685. 

775. When several Artillery Volunteer Corps attend gun 
practice together, tlie senior Officer present wiU liave general 
supervision, but the Adjutants of the several corps, being the 
Instructors, will in all cases direct the practice. 

77G. Neither Volunteers not at exercise, nor other spectators, 
will be allowed to congregate round barrels or cases containing 
powder, which are being issued, 

777. Bands of music must be prohibited from playing either 
inside or in the immediate vicinity of Batteries dtiring gun 
practice. 

778. Saturated cartridges will not be used either in firing 
^vith or without shot. 

779. Sword-bayonets will not be used by Artillerymen 
gaged at gun drill or in moving powder. 

780. No smoking will on any account be allowed in the vii 
nity of gun carriages or waggons in which ammunition is being 
conveyed. 

781. In all cases in which blank ammunition is fired from 
Batteries consisting of less than four guns, the intervals between 
the firing will not be less than 25 seconds. The practice of 
firing blank cartridges against time is forbidden. 

782. Magazines will be kept strictly clean and free from 
all gravel, sand, or grit, and no iron, light, lucifer match, or 
anything likely to cause combustion will be permitted therein, 
nor will any one enter a magazine with articles of a combustible 
nature on his person. No smoking, or fire, will be permitted 
near a magazine. 

783. In moving powder-bairels about a magazine, all friction 
will be avoided as much as possible, and care will be taken that 
no powder is spilt on the floor. An old rug or blanket ^vill be 
placed on.the fioor, and all persons employed in a magazine must 
cither wear list slippers, or remove their boots or slioes. The 
magazine floor must be carefully swept after every transaction. 

784. AVhen a magazine is open for airing, during fine weather, 
some one must be in charge on the spot, to warn persons from 
approaching it, except on duty. 

785. Cases or barrels will not bo opened either inside a maga- 
zine or immediately outside the door. When brought out to 
supply batteries in action, they will be deposited in rear, and to 
windward thereof, and will be placed imder proper guard.

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SECTION 27.— OTMNASTIC AND FENCING INSTBUCTION. 



Military Gym- 808. Officers and men of the Volunteer Force, when not 
nasm may be assembled for service under the Mutiny Act, will be permitted to 

receive instruction in gymnastics and fencing in the Military 
Gymnasia, when the gymnasia are not required for the regular 
classes, provided that they obtain the approval of the Greneral 
or other Officer Commanding at the Station, and that they comply 
with the following conditions : — 

(a.) Applications for permission to attend will be made through 
the Officer Commanding the Administrative Regiment 
or Corps to which the applicants belong. 
(h.) Those who are desirous of receiving instruction in fencing 
will supply their own fencing materials, and all will 
provide themselves with gymnastic belts and shoes. 
(c.) The Serjeant Instructors will receive remuneration at the 
rate of Is. a lesson (of one hour) for each class not 
exceeding 15 individuals. 
(d.) The Superintendent of the Gymnasium will appoint the 
Instructors, one for each class, and decide how the 
remuneration is to be divided amongst them. 
(e.) Officers and men of the Volunteer Force must conform to 
the rules of the Gymnasium, or the privilege of receiving 
instruction will be withdrawn. 



SECTION 28.— DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 



By Officers on 809. In any case in which it may be desired that the prizes 
Ml pay of for good shooting or other Military Exercises in an Administmtive 
^^ ^' Kegiment or Corps of Volunteers should be distributed by an 
Officer serving on full pay of the Regular Forces, authority will 
in the first place be obtained by the Commanding Officer, through 
the usual channel of communication, from the General Officer 
Commanding the District to which the Administrative Kegiment 
or Corps belongs. 
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XX.— Encampm 
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I.— BBOIKIIirTAK CAKPS. 

810. A portion of the Volunteer Furce will in each year be 
assisted to form Regimental Camps of Exercise. 

811. When a Brigade or Battalion of Volunteers wishes to 
form a Camp, the Commanding Officer will apply (on W.O. 
Form 1644i) to the General Officer Commanding the District, 
■who may approve of the application without reference to the 
War Office. 

812. When the place proposed for encampment is not in the 
district to which the Administrative Regiments or Corps of 
Volunteers belong, the General Officer Commanding will obtain 
the consent of the General Officer Commanding the district 
or districts concerned before authorising the encampment in 
question. 

813. The application must be made to the Genera! Officer of 
I the District not later than the 30th April in each year ; as in 
[the event of applications for permission being numerous, it will 
pbe necessary for him to decide which Brigades or Battalions can 
• te allowed to form Camps. No application received after tlie 

date referred to will be entertained. 

814. General Officers will arrange with Commanding Officei's 
of Regiments or Corps concerned, the dates at which the respec- 
tive Camps will be formed, so that in each diatrict only as many 
Corps shall be encamped at the same time as the convenience of 
the Service will peimit. 

815. Although imder ordinary circumstances encampment 
will be by Brigades or Battalions, Artillery Volunteei-s may be 
permitted to encamp by Batteries for the purpose of gun practice, 
should they wish to do so. 

816. In making ai-rangements for Volunteer Encampments, 
unnecessary e.ipense has sometimes been occasioned by the 
demand of Camp Equipment for many more Volunteers than 

[have actually attended. Commanding Officers of Volunteers will 
■"therefore be cai^eful, in future cases, to estimate as exactly as 
f possible the number of men who are likely to take part in the 
■ encampment. 

817. The requisition for Camp Equipment {W.O. Form 1045) 
will be eent to the local Commissary General of Ordnance exactly 
14 days before the date of the formation of the Camp, but the 

L issue will depend upon the supplies in store and the requirements 
I of the public seiTJce. 
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818. Arrangements will be made, when practicable, through 
the District Commissary General, Commissariat Department, for 
the supply of i-ations at the Government Contract rate. Pay- 
ment for the rations will be made by the Commanding Officer 
of the Volunteers, according to the full existing contract rates,- 
direct to the local Paymaster. 

819. The Annual Inspection will be made in camp {see 
877). 

820. Every Regimental Camp will be insjwcted by a Field 
Officer of the Regular Forces, even wlien special circumataneea 
may render it impracticable to comply with the regulation that 
the official annual inspection of the Volunteers concerned will 
take place there. 

821. No attack will be made by any Administrative Regi- 
ment or Corps of Volunteers, either by day or night, on any 
quartere or encampment of Volunteers, unless the penniaBio 
of superior authority for such an attack has first been obtajned. 

823. At the termination of the encampment a return 
W.O. Form 5G9 will he prepared, signed by the CommaDding 
Officer and Adjutant, and bunded to the Inspecting Officer, who 
will countersign and transmit it, with such observations as he 
may think fit to make, with his Inspection Report. 

823. When Camps, formed by Volunteer Corps under proper 
authority, last for three clear days, exclusive of the days of join- 
ing and breaking up, and when the Certificate annexed to the 
Return above mentioned is in every respect satisfactory, the post 
of conveyiug to and from the camp the camp equipage lent &om 
the public stores, and the expense of viewing the same, when 
returned to the Ordnance Store Department, either at the caonp 
or at the Government Stores, as well as the ordinary cost of 
cleaning, will be home by the public, 

824. Claims for the amount due will be forwarded to the local 
Paymaster for adjustment, without previous reference to thft. 
Secretary of State, in accordance with the provisions of paraa^' 
575 and 576. 

825. The amount assessed for any damage done to the StoreBj 
beyond fair wear and tear will in all cases be chai'ged agaiusb; 
tiie Corps, 

826. Tents should not be struck befoi* 10 a.m., otbei-wiso 
serious damage may be caused to them by dew. Articles of 
camp equipment which have become wet while in use will be 
thoroughly dried and cleaned, as far tiR possible, by the troops, 
before being returned into store, in order to prevent the great 
injury which arises fi-om damp, juildew, or rust. When u 
camp is broken up in wet weather, and the Ordnance Store 
Officer, or, in his absence, the Commanding Officer, is of opinion 
that the tents should not be sti-uckor other articles of equipment 
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be taken over in a wet state, a detachment will be left; behind 
until the articles are in a proper condition to be returned into 
store. This detachment will consist of Serjeant Instructors only, 
or of such Volunteers as may be willing to remain if a larger 
detachment be thought de,sirabie. 

827. To cover the cost of the erection of cooking apparatus Camp allow- 
and other contingent expenses, the sum of 2s.

861. Horses of Officers of the Regimental Staff -n-ill be 
picketed in the field.. Picketing implements will be provided by 
Government for each horse, and will be returned into store before 
the Officers leave the Camp. 

862. A private servant or groom may be taken by each 
Mounted Officer, and one servant for the Officers of each Com- 
pany. Free rations and camp equipment will be given to autbo- 
rised servants, who rauit conform to the rules of the Camp. 
Eacli servant will be allowed 20 lbs. of baggage. 

863. Standing Orders and Instructions will be issued to Com- 
manding Officers of Battalions about to attend or to send 
Detachments to the Camp. 

864. Camp rules will apply in all respects to the Volunteers. 

865. The Volunteers will perform fatigue, cooking, and other 
camp duties. 

866. A Line Serjeant and some private soldiers will be at- 
tached, if required, to each Battalion for the purpose of assisting 
the Volunteer Quartermasters in the returns, in pitching and 
tttrjking tents, packing and unpacking tents, baggage aiTange- 
ments, and other exceptional duties of camp life. 

867. The official annual inspection of Corps will not take 
place at the camp (see latter part of para. 877), but special 
reports will be made of the Corps that attend. 

868. Medical Officers will take with them their own pro- > 
fessional instruments. They will be supplied with a " field com- *=' 
panion " (a small portable medicine chest, to be carried by an 
orderly). The Medical Officer of a Battalion or Provisional 
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Battalion will make requisition for the " Field Companion " on 
the Principal Medical Officer of the Camp. There will be no 
Regimental Hospitals attached to Battalions of Volunteers, 
but the Surgeons of Volunteers will act under the Principal 
Medical Officer of the Forces. 

869. Quartermasters and Quartermaster-Serjeants wiU precede 
their Battalions, in order to carry out, in conjunction with the 
local Commissariat and Ordnance Store Officers, such arrange- 
ments as may be necessary in regard to camp equipment and 
rations. 

870. On the arrival of a Battalion or Provisional Battalion 
in Camp, the Commanding Officer will transmit to the Assistant 
Adjutant-General a report of his arrival, accompanied by a 
Marching-in State of the Battalion, for the information of the 
General Officer Commanding. 

871. When the Volunteers leave the camp the Commanding 
Officer will make a report of their departure (accompanied 
by a Marching-out State), in the same manner as he did of 
their arrival, and a Board of Officers will be assembled (of 
which an Officer of the Ordnance Store Department and the 
Quartermaster of the Battalion or Provisional Battalion will be 
members), for the purpose of assessing any damage done to the 
Camp Equipment beyond fair wear and tear. 

872. The Commanding Officer of each Battalion will, at the 
conclusion of the encampment, transmit to the Under Secretary 
of State, War Office, for the information of the Secretary of 
State, on W.O. Form 861, a Daily State giving the numbers 
of Officers, Non-commissioned Officers and Men present on 
each day, and specifying the Corps to which they respectively 
belong. 

873. Old tents for the instruction of Volunteers who may 
receive authority to join a Camp of Regular Forces or Militia, 
may be drawn from the local Ordnance Store Officer on loan. 



SECTION 30— INSPECTION. 



874. At the commencement of eae!i year tlie Lienteaant- 
Colonela of Cavalry districts will eommunicate with Commanding 
Officers of Light Horse and Mounted Rifle Volunteers in regard 
to dates of inspection, and will then tliemselves fis such dates 
as will not interfere with the periods decided on for the training 
and inspection of the Yeomanry, taking care to meet, as far as 
practicable the convenience of the several Corps. They will 
notify the dates fixed to the General Officers Commanding the 
respective Districts. 

875. The arrangements for the inspection of Volunteers of the 
other arms of the Volunteer service will be made by General 
Officers Commanding Districts ; the local convenience of Corps, 
both as regards time and place, will be consulted. 

876. The arrangements will be made sufficiently in advance, 
both for the convenience of the Inspecting Officer and for tliat of 
the Officers and members of Corps. When the date of inspection 
lias been fixed, no change will be made unless under very ex- 
ceptional circumstances. 

877. When a Brigade or Battalion of Volunteers is permitted 
to form a Regimental Camp of Elxcrciae, the Annual Inspection 
will take place in Camp {see para. 819), and in snch case care 
must be taken to confine the Official Inspection to one day, no 
as not to interfere more than is necessary with the Company and 
Battalion drills. When it joins a Camp of Exercise in conjunction 
with the Regular or Militia Forces, the Inspection must not take 
place in Camp (see para, 867). 

878. Each Corps of Volunteers will be inspected annually, and 
the presence of each man at the inspection (unless he shall have 
been enrolled subsequently to the date of inspection, or shall be 
absent on leave specially granted by, the Commanding Officer 
or through sickness duly certified) is uecessaiy to qualify him for 
efficiency, under Her Majesty's Order in Council. 

879. Officers and men should only apply for leave from the 
Annual Inspection when they have very special grounds for 
doing so. The Officer or man concerned must apply in writing 
to Uie Commanding Officer of the Corps, and must state the 
precise grounds for the application, and in case of sickness must 
transmit a medical certificate ; if the reason assigned is not 
satisfactory, leave will be refused. 

880. The Field Officers of a Regiment must not be absent 
from Inspection without first having obtained leave from thu 
General Officer Commanding the district. When Corps of Ad- 
ministrative Regiments are inspected at their own Head-Quarters, 
the Commanding Officers must obtain similar leave through the 
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Officer Commandiag the Regiment. In each case, re. 
be assigned for leave being required. 

881. The parade for Inspection will be formed ready for tlie 
Inspecting Officer at such an hour as ■will give not less than two 
hours of daylight for the Inspection. 

882. Unless at least two-thirds of the Corps is on parade the 
Inspection will not take place, but must be postponed to a lal " 
date. 

883. When an Administrative Regiment is inspected 
Battalion, each Corps will bring with it to the Inspection the 
Muster Roll, the Record of attendance at Urill, and the Musketry 
Returns for the yeai' preceding, as well as those of the cun-ent 
year. The Head-Quarters of the Corps, stationed at the place 
where the Battalion is assembled, will also he inspected, together 
with the magazine, armoury, and books. 

884. Corp^ in Administrative Re^ments of Rifle Volunteers 
will as a rule be inspected every third year separately at their 
own Head-Quarters instead of in Battalion; but the Head- 
Quarters of each Corps will nnder any circumstances be inspected 
at least once in three years. If the Regiment has joined a 
Camp of Exercise with Regular and Militia Forces during the 
year, the Inspection will take place at the Head-Quartera of the 
respective Corps, should the Commanding Officer desire it, J 

885. Inspecting Officers wiU carefully inspect the rifles jjfl 
store aa weU as those in the hands of the men. ^^ 

886. Inspectors of Auxiliary Cavalry will specially notice in 
their Inspection Reports how reconnoitring duties are performed 
by the several Corps of Light Horse and Slounted Rifle Volun- 
teers. 

887. The Inspection of a Corps or Regiment is a distinct 
duty, and must not be made during a Review or Brigade Drill ; 
it may take place either before the commencement or after the 
close of the Review or Brigade Drill. 

888. No chai-ge will be admitted on account of any OSof 
acting as Aide-de-Camp or Brisade-Major to the Inspectia 
Officer. i 6 J f ^

teer permanent staff, and to be there put under steppages until he

lations made under any statute relating to the volunteer force. 

Every such regiment shall (except as to the officers of the permanent 
staff thereof, and except as to the officers of the separate corp^ formed 
into such regiment,) be officered by persons appointed with Her Majesty's 
approval, and commissioned as officers of such regiment. 

Notwithstanding the formation of any such regiment, the peparato 
corps formed into the same shall he severally deemed volunteer corps for 
all tlie purposes of the Act.

The commanding officer of a Tohmtecr corps or administrative Fo- 
ment may at anj time assemble a court of inqoirjy composed either of 
officers and Tolonteen belonging to the corps or regiment, or of soch 
cheers, or of sach Tcdonteers, to inquire into anj matter rdative to the 
corps or regiment, or to any Tolnnteer or noii-commis5i<med officer of the 
permanent staff belonging thereto, and to record the facts and circam- 
stances ascertained on soch inqnirj, and, if reqoired, to report on the 
same, for the information and assistance of the conmianding officer ; bat 
nothing herein shall authorise anj inquiry with reference to an officer 
otherwise than by a court assembled by direction of Her Majesty, and 
composed exclusively of officers of the volunte^ force belonging to 
such county.

Houses of Parliament if Parliament is sitting, or declared in 
Tolontcers for Council, and notified by proclamation if Parliament is not sitting). Her 
actual military Majesty may call out the volunteer corps of the respective counties, or 
service. any of them, for actual military service.

volunteer permanent staff belonging to the corps or regiment, and the 
esclusive right to sue for and recover current subscript iona, arrears of sub- 
scriptions, and other money due to tlio corps or regiment, and all lands 
acquired by the corps or regiment, shall vest in the commanding ofiicer 
of the corps or regiment for the time being and his Buccesaora in office, 
with power for him and hig successors to sue, to make contracts and 
conveyances, and to do all other lawful things relating thereto ; and any 
civil or criminal proceeding tfliken by virtue of the present section by the 
commanding officer of a corps or regiment shall not be discontinued or 
abftLed by his death, resignation, or removal from ofBce, but may be 
carried on by and in the name of his successor in office. 

26.]— The commanding officer ofa volunteer corps Appoinlmeot 
or administrative regiment, receiving any arms, ammunition, or other ot eiorehouBes 
stores supplied at the public expense or by suhscription, shalt, subject ^°^ arms, 
to the approval of Her Majesty, appoint a proper storehouse for the 
depositing and safe keeping of such arms, ammunition, or stores. Every 
such storehonae sliaU be tree from all county, parochial, or other locn! 
rates and asaeaatnents.

ments being public property or property of any volunteer corps or 
administrative regiment, or any public stores or anmiunition issued for 
the use of any such corps or regiment, — he shall, on the first commission 
by him of any such offence, be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty 
pounds, and shall, on a second and every other subsequent commission 
by him of any such offence, and on being convicted thereof in the like 
course of proceeding as that in which any such penalty is recoverable, 
bo liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, or less than five 
])0und8, with or without imprisonment for any term not exceeding six 
months, with or without hard labour. 



The justices before whom nay person is convicted of any offence 
under the present section ahalt transmit the conviction to the next

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCi: 

WuEEEAa by the eleventli Bection of the Volunteer Act, 1863, it is' 
amongst other things enacted thfit " Her Majesty in Council may from 
" time to time declare what is requisite to entitle a volunteer to be 
" deemed an efficient volunteer, hy an Order in Council defining for

" Order in Council is from time to time directed ;" and that " The drat''

" laid before both Houses of Parliamejit for one lunar month at least, 
" either before or after, or partly before and partly after, the

And whereas it is deemed expedient thai the Orders in Council, 
bearing date the 27th day of July 1863 and the 15th day of Octobe? 
1872 respectively, declaring what is requisite to entitle a volunteer to bo 
deemed an efficient volunteer, be cancelled, and an amended Order ia 
Council issued in the place thereof : 

And whereas an amended draft scheme relative to the efficiency of 
volunteers was on the 20th day of April last laid before both Houses of 
Parliament in the words and figures mentioned and set forth in the 
schedule to this Order annexed ; and one lunar month having elapsed 
since that time, the said scheme hath this day been submitted to Her 
Majesty in Council for Her approval thereof : 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, having this day taken the said scheme 
into consideration, doth, in pursuance and exercise of the power in Hef 
Majesty by the said Act of Parliament in that behalf vested, and by 
and with the advice of Her Privy Council, hereby cancel the aforesaid 
Orders in Council of the 27th day of July 1863 and 15th October 1872 
respectively, and doth declare Her roj'al approval of the scheme 
hereunto annexed;

ROYAL WARRANT.— PENSIONS AND GRATUI- 
TIES TO THE PERMANENT STAFF OF THE 
YEOMANRY AND VOLUNTEERS. 

Victoria R. 

Whebeas We have been pleased to take into consideration the 
best means of rewarding the services of non-commissioned officers and 
trumpeters of the permanent staff of the Yeomanry Cavalry and Volun- 
teer forces of Great Britain, and whereas it has been represented to 
Us that this end may be best attained by awarding special pensions and 
gratuities on discharge ; 

Our Will and Pleasure is, and We do hereby direct, that Our Com- 
missioners of Chelsea Hospital shall have power to award pensions and 
Our Secretary of State for War shall have power to award gratuities, 
according to the following regulations, to such non-commissioned officers 
or trumpeters on the permanent staff of a regiment of Yeomanry 
Cavalry, and to such serjeant instructors of Volunteers, as shall have 
been discharged on or after the 8th April 1873. 

I. — ^Pensions. 

[Articles 1 and 2 cancelled by Royal Warrant, date<l 6th September 
1876.] 

II. — Gratuities. 

3. A non-commissioned officer or trumpeter on the permanent staff 
of a regiment of Yeomanry Cavalry, or a serjeant-instructor of Volun- 
teers, who may become medically unfit for further service, shall upon 
discharge receive a gratuity as follows :— 

(a.) For a service of not less than seven years on the permanent 

staff, 90 days' pay. 
(b.) For a service of 14 years and upwards on the permanent staff, 

180 days' pay. 

4. Such service shall be exclusive of any period which the non-com- 
missioned officer or trumpeter of Yeomanry Cavalry, or the serjeant- 
instructor of Volunteers, may be entitled to reckon towards pension on 
dischai'ge from the regular forces, or towards increase of line pension, 
under the provisions of Aiticle 1134 of Our Warrant of the 27th 
December 1870.
